ueilous fierce and vntamed Yozſe (in the pzcſence and 
ſight of ſundꝛie bis kriendes) he ſo ſpourred and gallo- 
ped him, that all the beholders , ſeeyng him in ſuche 
great perill, earneſtly deſy2ed him to alyght. Unto 
whom wyth very amiable countenance and pleaſaunt 
language, he aunſwered, that the Hoꝛſe was toke vnto 
the Sea, doyng them thereby to vnderſtande, that he 
tokenoleſſe pleaſure and deledation in that pꝛaumcing 
then if hee were in a Shippe vppon the Sea. Alſohee 
was fickle mynded and double in all hys doynges , as 
tbe infinite rable of Lawes. one cleane contrarying an 
other, by him made, doe manyfeſtly witnefſe : whiche 
thyng cauſed great varietie and diuerſe ſoztes of ſectes 
in hys Religion : hee was alſo a depe connterfeytoz 
and diſſembler in euerye matter, but by nature verie 
eloquent withall, 

Þys ambicious and baultie mende, gaped wytb⸗ 
out meaſure. after pzomocion and authozitie . In ſo 
muche that conſpdering in hys mynde this great vas 
rietie of Sectes , be was merueiloufly enflamed with 
A delpze to eftabliſhe and make one manner of religi⸗ 

on, and to take bnto him as well the Doneratgntie of 
Empyze , as alſo of dinine honour. Whereof he was 
put in greate hope, by reaſon of the great ſedicion and 
diſcozde of the Chꝛiſtians , the cozruption of mans 
ners, and the want of warlicke diſcipline » Pozeo- 
uer he was grealy anpmated by the peruerſe and 
Deuilpſhe Counſell of one Sergius a Ponke , who 
beeyng exiled and erpulſed oute of Conſtantinople,fs2 
mayntainyng the Hereũe of the Arrians fled into Ara- 
bie, an vſed oltentimes to come to the houſe * 
D. ij. 1 | __ 
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neples , Mahomets maſter , and entirely loued Maho. 
met foz the ſingular derteritie that he conceyued to ber in 
dis wit and towardnes. Therefozeaſſone as bis maiſter 
Abdimoneples was dead, leauing behind bum o Chil- 
dꝛen, his wile Hadigia, beyng then wedow, a woman 
of fyftie yeeres of age, and lefte ſole heyze ol all ber huſ- 
bandes Landes, Gods and Cattclls, toke her ſeruaunt 
Mahomet to huſband. Pow, beyng in poſſeſſion of the 
wedow and all her ſubſtance t by meanes therofgrowen 
to great wealth, he often fell grouelong on the ground, fo- 
ming and froathing at the mouth ( loʒ be had the fallyng 
ficknes ) and laye in a hozrible extaſie oz diſtraction of 
minde, which his wife toke very heauily and curſed her 
fozfune, in that ſhe had ſo lothſomely matched her ſelfe. 
Bee therfoze to appeaſe her griefe andfo make her from 
great to leape to ſodaine ioye , tolde her that the 
ſame happened vnto him by the operation ol the Spirite 
of God himſelſe, who appeared vnto him and reuealed 
certaine things, which he ſhould pꝛonounte and ſbewe to 
the people, touching the law of Moſes and of Chꝛiſt. Foz, 
(quodhe)our moꝛtall bodyes beyng ſubic fo coꝛruption 
ure not hable fo ſuſfaine and abyde the glozious and glit⸗ 
tering ſight of God, whereby his bodie was in a manner 
at ſuch times bereft and ſeperated from bis mind. Which 
woꝛdes the olde trotte beleeuing, as ſbe that tenderly los 
nedhim foꝛ his luſtie coꝛage and beautifull age, beganng 
now not to loue him as a huſband, but to wozſhip and re⸗ 
nerence him as a holy man and a diuine Pꝛophete highs 
lv in Gods fauour, and to blaze his holines abꝛoad among 
ber Companions and Goſſippes. In ſo much that when 
thedred,ſhenot onelyleft him wealthie in gods and pol⸗ 
ſeſſions ( fo; ſhe made him beyꝛe of all) but alſo in great 
veneration and credite among the common people foz an 

opinion ol ſancitie which was thought to be in him. Foz 
wich cauſe, Buback the chiefeſt and ingreateſt antho- 


ritie 


— a 
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ritie among all of that parte of A rabie, and oł the ſame 
Tribe that Mahomet was, gane his daughter A iſla to 
him in mariage, when he was but yet thirtie pæres ol 
age.Puffed vp with pꝛrde becauſe of this new affinitie, 
and foz the great abundance of wealth: lcft vnto him by 
bis other wife, he openlpp2ofcfſed hunlſeifeto be the meſs 
ſanger of God and a Pꝛophete, andfoteach the people a 
new kind of religion, patched and gathered together out 
of the erronious Schilmes and hereticall dꝛeames of all 
Seces. F02 he taught and commaunded Circumtiſion, 
Baptiſme, andabſtinence from Swines fleſhe 4 wyne. 
He inſtituted a generall faſt to bee kept one whole month 

in the veere, and that no ineate foz that ſpace ſhoulde bee 
eaten in the day tyme, but onely in the night. He affir 
med, that there were but thzee Pꝛophetes, that is to wit, 
himſelt, Moſes and Chriſt, and that Chriſt was not God, 
with an innumerable rable of moſt blaſphemous opini- - 


ons contained in his filthie A lcorane. Which afſertions Alcorane is 
and opinions were of many at the firſt deryded e flouted 8 Booke 


at, in ſo much that they actoũpted him no better the luna⸗ 
tique and diſtraught ot his right wittes. But when that 
he had perſuaded and allured all his Allyantes and the fas * 
milie of Buback which boze great ſway and authozitie, 
yea and many of the common people alſo to credite and 
leane to his Secte, the Magiſtrates of Mecca, perteiuing 
that this new dotage and com motion would bzecde a ſcab 
in the common wealth, if the intonuemente like to enſae - 
therby, were not ſpeedily pzenented, and the impudencie 
of the man by rigour tepꝛeſſed, (foʒ he flaunderouſly: - 
would inueigh and openly raile vponPzinces) determi⸗ 
ned with them ſelnes, to lay handes vpon him and to put 
him to death. Mahomet haning vnderſtanding of their 
intentes and mindes,fledout of Mecca : whom many of - 
bis Kinſfolkes,Alies, Friends and Clientes, who were 
toughly perſuaded that he * 25 a one in derde, —

he had p2ofeſfedand wou lde ſteme to bes) -folowed. And 
from this yeere, which was after the Natinitie of our 
Lo2de and Sauiour Chriſt.5 9 3. yeeres, the Arabiang 
do recken their veeres: calling this, the verre of Legira, 
which is to ſay the yeere of flight oz tranſmigration. Ma- 
homes therefoze ſeeyng (ucha great multitude ko fanonr 
and ſtiche to him, putting moze truſt in his power then 
he did beloze, made vnto them an Dzation, in effect as foe 
loweth. 5 
Hob earneſt | 
alwayes had to pꝛoclaime, aduante and publiſhe that law 
» which bath been vnto me renealedby the Archangell and 
» Peſſanger of Almightie God Gabriel, with commaunde⸗ 
ment to teach the ſame to all moztall wyghtes, both God 
» bimſelfe knoweth and vou moſt deare friendes can wit⸗ 
» nelſe. Foz J neuer ſparedany labour, neuer refuſedany 
» daunger , neuer any miſeries oz perillous extremitie, 
» where J thought my painfull trauaile might be auailea⸗ 
ble oꝛ redound to the benefite and ſoules health of all pe9- 
» ple, and where without diſturbaunce and moleſtation A 
» might conueniently execute the charge and office to mit 
committed and enioyned from the mouthe ol God. All 
» which J haue done fo this ende, that J myght reclayme 
» andcall home the people runnyng a tray from their wic⸗ 
» ked wayes,foa holy & ſyncere integritie of life:and out of 
» thodongeon of Bell, ( whither they runne headlonge,) 
» bzing them backe into the iopes of the celeſtiall Kings 
dome: following herein the ſteppes and bountifulnes of 


God him ſelle, whoſe meſſage and miniſterie we in earth 


do exetute. Who when as all mankinde though Adams 
» franſgreſſion and faulte, was foꝛfeyted and fallen into 
» thehandes of the Deuill, yet of bis mere mercy vouche- 
» lafedtodeliner and ſaue his people, as befoze he had pꝛo⸗ 
miled to our father Abraham: that is to wit, by appoyn⸗ 
tim vnto themalaw, 6 
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laſting lyfe and ſaluntion. And therfoze firſt he ſent Mo-, 
ſes, to lap the firſt foundations and beginnynges of this 
doctrine, and to call them foz fcare of euerlaſtyng payne » 
and dainnation, to a newneſſe and amendment of lyfe. 
But when the Lawe of Moſcs little pzofyted that wap, 
be ſent Ieſus Chriſt, by gentler wapes and meanes fo ⸗ 
allure and wynne them, and to perſuade them to lyue in 
the ſeruice and obedience of God. Now, mankind beeyng » 
againe ſo much depꝛaued and gone a ſtrate , that there is » 
no tertaine no2 conſtant Religion among thein, no dil- » 
cipline, no oꝛder noꝛ honeſt maners, but all out ofſquare 
and fozlozne : he hath enioyned me ( whom enenfrom tho ; 
beginning ol the wozld he had made choyſe ol and/pzedeſ- » 
tinated foz that purpoſe.) to this office and functiun, that 
J ſhould recure ertreeme euilles with extreme remedies, 
and with fire and ſwozd cut ol, all iniqutie and make ba? 
uocke of all them that once ſhould dare to againeſay oz op? » 
their mouth againſt this law: e that q ſhoald-twlarge the » 
kimtdomeof God e conftifute a moꝛe ſacred e ue im- » 
periall cõmon wealth on earth, then euer any bath hereto⸗, 
foze bien, ſog who is ſo blind, which ſeeth not, that vnleſſe 3 
we ( wbõ God bath appointed to p office ) do ſet to our hel- , 
ping handes fo redꝛelle thele ſo great miſchiefes, all man- , 
kind ſhall ſhoztly periſhe? foꝛ mans nature withoute a, 
Lawe (which in ſo great varietie andlicericiouſnes of life, 
can be none noꝛ ſtand in any fozce)muft nedes moſt gre- , 
nouſly finne and offende . But howe ſhall wer make „ 
and tonſtitute any boleſome Lawe to them that are vn, 
willing to lyue vnder any, anddeſpiſe all godly o2der? , 
What ſpightfull repzoches and ſlaunderous repoztes, , 
wee that are carefull and diligent to thys, 
Commiſlion and commaundemente of Almightie God,, 
do ſuſtapne at theyz hands, you molt louing fr iendes and, 
companions haue ſcene, and howe they purſue after vs , 
as alter wylde Beaſtes to haue our innocent bloud.

0 
Alter he had thus ſpoken, be tenne Capi» 
taines ouer the people, choſen out of the nobleſt in by2th 
and chiefeſt in dignitie among the reſt, and ſuch as wers 
allyed vato bim by mariage, and them did he appoint in⸗ 
to Enſignes and Bands. Che names of which capitaines 
were theſe: V » Omar, Ozmen, Alifre, Talaus, 
Azubeir, Zadin , Zaedine e Abuobcid,# ſo he marched 
in battailaray toward þ Citie of Mecca. The Pagiltras 
tes of the Citie bnderſtanding thereof, made out a power 
againſt him, which entoũtring with Mahomet his Polt, 
viſcomfited and put them all to flight. Wherefoze foz the 
ſpace of foure vteres after,, Mahomet neuer durſt -maks 
any p2ofer to beſiege that Citie any moze. Notwithſtan- 
ding, he cealſed not continually with Dzations in } open 


the people fo ſedition, by meanes whereof be alſo cauſed 
certain vpꝛoꝛes and tumultes among the Scenites, wbich 
acknowledged fo2 their Lozdes and Soueraignes the 
Romane @mperours. Then once againe be marched 
with a freſhe ſupply of moe Souldiours againſt Mecea, 
where be was againe repulſed and myſſed bis purpoſe: 
and two peeres after he againe the thirde time attemptev 
the lqure and ſpe96s be FO twiſe befoze. In this 
meane 
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meme while, Heraclius the Emperour perteining the 
ſozt of the Scenites to begin mutyne e ſetitid, 


better quieting therof, viſpatched t ſent agreat nũ⸗ 
ber f hve the coulcur

as Acteſlaries to the ſame hozrible acte and conſpiracie, 
pꝛepared a great armie at the inſtigation and pꝛocure⸗ 
ment of his wife to reuenge the death ol his ſaid father in 
— And the moꝛe was he embolvened(s to do, betauſe 
Hetaclius(foz Phocas was Oain 
— to beealtogether lulled in ſeturitie 
and to lye quietly at home without attempting any thing 
againſt the Barbarous Nations which with fire,e fwozy = 
on euer ſive deſpoiled Italie and the Romane Cmpyze. 3 
Wherevponiwith a buige andpoputous armie he enua- 
ded the frontiers of the Empyꝛe, andſubdupng dy — 
fozceall the outh partes af Alia, entred into Egipt an 


toke Alexandria: and yet not contented, woitlerther = 
and conquered Carthage, withall Affrica. And when he 13 
had taken good oz der fo2 the foztefpingof that Countrey 
With Erong garriſons, he retyzed backe to Alexandria, 

and Lurie, Heraclius being nat alitle — 
| teled withtheſe miurious dealings of Coſdrocs, ſent vn⸗ 
1 5 to him fo2 peace : which when be toulde not obtaine at his 
_ — bands, rather enkozced and daluen by necellitie, then 
f ü deabong

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dzawne fo if by any godwpyl in bimſelſe leuied an army, 
in which be alſo had retayned the Arabian Scenites, with 
whom ſome;ſay that Mahomet was, and that in a battell 
wherein Coſdroes ſive was diſcomfited , he was ſoꝛe 
Wounded by a common Souldier named T urcus. And 
when Heraclius had many times iopned battell with 
Coſdroes, and in diners conflices put him to the foyle,at 
length he ſo mach cruſhodhis power y he was glad to fly 
beyonde the riner IIgranes, where he pꝛoclapmed his 
vonger ſonne called Medarſes, Succeſſour andheyer ape 
paraunt to bis Crowne,diſhereting and not regardinge 
bis elder ſonne Sirochis, a pounge Gentleman ol great 
bope and towardnefſe.Whoſe heart not paciently baak⸗ 
eng this contumelious and vnnaturall dealpng, ſecretipe 
conſppzed with Heraclius, to betray both his Father and 
bis Bꝛother Mcdarſes, (whom his father had ſo vnkind- 
ly p;eferred befoze him) with al their richeſſe and pzinces 
lpe furniture. And pꝛomiſed further, to diſcampe and res 
moue out of all the Romane Pzouinces ſuch Garriſons 
as his Father had placed there, conditionallye that bee 
might enioye the R ingdome of Perſia, andafirme peace 
infringiblie to be kept betweene both Empires. In this 
poyncte, Heraclius beynge a Chaiſtian Pꝛince was no⸗ 
moze-aſhamed to delyuer the Kingdome of Perſia to a 
wicked and rank rebellious perſon, Traytoʒ to bis owne 
Father, and Bꝛother (being now thzoughlye weakned 
with the loſſes of ſo many vnluckye battailes, and no 
molt certainly in his own hands, ſpecially the King him⸗ 


ſelf truſting to bis lengs and fleing,if be conld haue bed 


bis god foatune e victozp when it was ored vnto him) 
and to buy a diſhonoꝛable cowardly peace, by tonſenting 
to ſuch a wicked deede: then Þ wicked Barbarian & dillaxy⸗ 
al yonker was, by ſuch vndue g deteſtable meanes fo pul 
$ kingdom krõ thẽ to himſelf. Such defire of pzincipalitie 
reigned in p one, ſo great lone of louthful idlenes in ihe 
other. E ij. Coſdroes 
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Coſdroes therfoze and Medarſes with their will es being 

and bꝛought backe from whence they were 
fledde, were caſt into pꝛiſon, and within awhile after, by 
the commanndement of Syrochis, both put to death. In 
whom appeared a cruell example of Foztunes variable 


Hozrible neſſe. A godly pꝛeũdent and warning foz Pzinces,to 
and vnnatu marke and conſider vpon, in nominating their Sutteſ⸗ 


yo mur- ſonre, that they at no hand reiedinge the ſtent and valp⸗ 


aunt, elect and choſe tender weaklynges and effiminate 

Meytokes. Foz nothing ſo ſone moneth a noble and firce 
heart fo furious impacience and indignation, as (beyng 
tout andcouragious)to be reiecedandnot accompted of, 
among his owne friends. All things in Perſia by means 
of this League appeaſed and ſet in oꝛder, and Syria and 
—_— — oo Pꝛouinces — wo to the — 
mane re, Mahomet accompanted with a pompou 

traine, met with Heraclius in his returne whom warde 
from theſe warres, and ol hym defired ſome Countrye 


fo2 hym, and his Souldiers to inhabite in, which ſute and 
requeit at the Emperou | 


perſonb2ede,ſpeciallie when ſtout and warlyke fellows 
| fhynke 


chynk themſelues apparantly iniuried- Fo: the Arabi- 
ans (wellyng with anger, and incenſed with fell diſdaine 
foz this rep:ochfull and open contumnotype,departed into 
Syria, and iopned themſelues to Machomettes traine and 
faction. Wherat Mahomet glad to ſs his power thus in- 
. creaſed, went the fourth time againſt Mecca, determi⸗ 
ning with might and maine to beſiege it. The Pagi- 
ftrats of Mecca perceined well vnough his purpoſe and 
what he pꝛetended, wherefoze with greater pꝛeparation 
and ſtronger power then befoze, p whole body almoſt of 
the Citie bent themſelues to repulſehisinnaſion. Be - 
tweene whome there was at the riuer of Bredine a ſoze 
and terrible conflict, wherein Mahomet got the vido2y, 
and lae ofthe nobilytie and chief Citizens of Mecca (be- 
- ſive a very great number of the — — 
dzed perſons: in ſomuch that at this battell the whole no⸗ 
billytie of Mecca were in maner all layne. And ſo Ma- 
homet like a triumphant 
E 
witz a garriſon ot his owne appoyntment, x after, 
tyng with his army thence, he layd ſeege — 
and wanne it, denidinge the ſpoyle thereof (which was 
very great) among his Souldiers.After that, be beſieged 
Tarſus, which Citie after he had all in baine battred the 
pace of a whole month, he rayſes his ſtege, and retour⸗ 
ned into the maigne Countrye of Arabia and take firſte 
Itraripe otherwile called Ietripe, and after that Medina 
a Part towne wellpeopled with wealthy Iewes. And 
grauntyng the ſpoyle thereof to his Souldtours, he ran⸗ 
ſcaked and made hanocke ofthe ftowne 3 but as foz all the 
Iewes which partly in pᷣ citie andpartly in other places of 
Arabi(becauſe they being ſkilfullin p divine law greatly 
withſtodhis attempts e pzocedings)be bated deadip, ⁊ in 
the ende in. xi. battailes them vtterlye vanquiſhed, and 
deſtroped. Thence retourninge to Itraripe, he _—_

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Azeib his Lieutenant of Mecca; whoentred info the Ei⸗ 
tie with a great route of Arabiansoz Saracens. Foz Mec- 
ca then was and vet is, as well becauſe of an opinion of 
great auncientie (co it is thought tobe buildcdby Iſmacl 
oz elle he Abraham himſelfe) as alſo fo2, the bignefſe of 9 
the Citie and reſoꝛte of people moſt nobie and famous. I 
Then againe within the ſame yere , diſcharging the ſaid A 
Azeib of his office;he appointed Moad the Sonne of Ga- =} 
-del Lieutenant of the ſame Citie in his roume: with this 7 
commaũdement, that after Mahomet his death be ſhould 2 
delend and maintayne his lawe, and diligently loke that 1 
the lame ſhould of the people be renerently obſerued, and E| 
ſo in the meane ſeaſon to miniſter judgement anderecus 2 
tion of bis lawes to the Mecchyans. Al things in this ſoꝛt N 
beyng ſet in gad frame and oꝛder, he remonedto Taw- 
bicum,andthere buyldeda Temple, which is to be ſcene ; 
at this day, Thence he ſent an armxe vnder the conduct = 
-Alozaid the Sonne of Almathaliph, Kingof Aliendel, IJ 
whom by fozceofarmes they onercame, and inade tribu- I 
tarie. And thus all Arabia being bzought in ſubiection, be £1 
commaunded Eubocar with parte of his Poſte to go to 

Mecca (he hunſelflying ſtill at Itraripe) and charged bim 

that he ſhouldleane neuer amothers Sonne a liue in it, 

noꝛ ſaffer any fozrayner to enter ſauingonly ſuch as wil- 

lingly wouldobey bis Law and belceve bis doctrine. Foz 
. his meaning and entent was, (as aſterwarde he bzought — Þ 
@&: / it fo paſſe) that Mecca ſhould be the Petropolitane Citie = 
"© ofhis religiõ and Empire. And thus within a ſho2t ſpace, = 
Mecca was repleniſhed wyth none but Mahometanes. = 
Audnotonely Mecca but all Arabia beſides (as they are 
people by nature lygbt of beltele and newfangled)embza- 
ced his peſtilent errours. And from that tyme, all they 
wbychyelded themſelues to that Sede, were called by 
the name ol Saracens, both becauſe that errour ſpꝛong bp 


rall waye , and to kpll all ſucheas repugnevhys Law. 
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and was firſt begonne by the Saracens, and alſo foz that, 
Mahomet perſuaded them that all the pꝛomyſes, in the 
— 12m. of Abraham, belonged 
to them. Beyng puffed vp with arrogance 


—— thys good lucceſſs in bys affayzes ,/ he ſent 


Ambaſſades to Kinges and:Pzinces ntere adivyning, 

aduiſyng them to embꝛate his Religion, and vnto them

ed. Who fozaſmuch as by god right they iudged the 
kingdome to appertayne bnto them, being Coadiutours 
to Mahomet in the erployte of ail his affaires, had leifer 
baue Eubocar ſacceede,beinge olde # their nere Kinſman 
then Ali being young and in his luſty peeres, who might 
perchaunce raigne ſo long, that no hope euer to enioy the 
Kingdome by the oꝛder and courſe of nature ſhoulde be 
left to them, and alſo foz that he was nothinge of kin vnto 
any of them. Wherefoze Eubocar was made high Biſ⸗ 
ſhoppe of Mahomet his Sed: who immeniatly after his 
treation, departinge out of his owne Territozies with a 
great Arinpe, diſcomfited the Roman Garriſons, and 
retourning into Arabie with victozye, dyed,not without 
ſome ſuſpition of poyſon, when he had raigned not fullye 
th:e peeres,and without any pzincely funeralles burted 
neere to Mahomet. After him ſucceeded Homar, who(as 
we befoze ſhewed)was his Kinſman. Heſubdued Boſra 
the chief citie of all Arabic with many ma, and conquered 
all the country as farre as Gabata. At which ſucteſſe of 
the Saracens, the Emperour Heraclius greatly ſtozming 
ſent his Bꝛother Theodorus with a great army againlt 
them. Who encountring in a blody battell with Homar, 
was ouercome and fledto Emeſſa. Heraclius hearing ty» 
dings of this heauy chaunte, furniſhed out Baanes with a 
greater power againſt them, who inctamped himſelt nere 
Emeſſa. Where the Saracens ſettinge vpon hym with 
great ſoꝛce and violence, were by bym vanquiſhed, inſo- 
much that they were fapne to trudge into the boꝛders of 
Damaſco, and lodging their camps by the banke ſide of 
the riuer Bardanes made ſuch outragious roades and ins 
curſtons into the Countrape adiopnynge, that no man 
was hable to repꝛeſſe their furpe noz withſtand their in- ⸗ 
vaſion. Wherefoze Heraclius miſtruſtinge any god 
ſuccefle in the purſute of 2 warres, and _— 
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great ditfidence in his owne power, fearynge alſo his 
owne lyfe and ſafetie if hee ſhould any longer tay with- 
in that PPꝛouince and Countrey ( foz hee was at that 
time in Hieruſalem, out of which, ſince the League and 
compoſition made with Perſia hee had not departed ) 
 toke awaye with bym all the pzecious Shzines and 
ſumptuous Oꝛnamentes of the Temple of Hieruſalem, 
leaſt the barbarous Enemies ſhould deſpoyle them, and 
retourned agayne to Conſtantinople, 
The next yeere, the Saracenes layde ſiege to the Citie 
Damaſco, wherewith Baanes (who defended the Citie 
with the ſayd Emperours Garriſons) being greatly mos 
ved, deſired Theodorus Sacellarius (Lieutenaunt ſoz 
the Emperours Maieſtie in Aſſyria) to come to ayde 
and aſſiſt hym. Which hee making halt to doe, was by 
the way lurpꝛiled by the Saracenes and diſcomfited. 
The Souldiers vnder Baanes, not willing to lerue vn⸗ 
der a Capitapne ot᷑ (mall credit and countenaunte, but ra⸗ 
ther deſirous to haue a Gouernour of moſt higb power 
and audhoꝛptie, ſaluted hym their Emperour. But 
they which tame with Sacellarms and eſcaped the handes 
of the Saracenes in their laſte bickeringe, willynge to 
kep their-trueallegiaunce to Heraclius, departed thence, 
and would not in any wyſe confent to the dep2ivation 
and depoſing of their la wlul Pꝛinte and Emperaur, The 
number of Baanes his Souldiours was 4000. And 
Sacellarius had almoſte as many, 1 
The Saracenes hauing intelligence of this variance and 

deulſion among the Romane Souldiers, diſtamped from 
the place where they were lodged, and ſet vppon them. 
The bickering was ſoze on both ſides fo2 a while, but 
(the Wind blowyng ful in the faces ofthe Roman Holt 
which in that dzye and ſandye Countrey rayſed bp the 
duſt) they neither could ſer their Enemies, noz oe 
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kelch their bꝛeath. Which opoztunytie the Saracenes 
not negiectinge, but takeyng the ſame to their moſt ads 
uantage and commoditie, put the Emperials toflyght, in 
which chale, they ficeinge thꝛough thicke and thinne by 
daungerous wayes and ſl eepe places did almoſt all pe- 
riſhe and were dꝛowned in the Kiuer Ermeta. 
NM hich luckie victozy ſo putfed bp the haultie mindes 
of the pzonde Saracenes that they aduaunced theyꝛz Ar- Damaſeus 
mpe agaynſte Damaſco, and wynnynge that Cittie, wonne by 
ſubdued and bꝛought al Phœnicia vnder their ſubicction, = 
Then they made pꝛeparation to goe info Egipte, 
whiche hearynge the Romanes, who were Loꝛdes and 
poſſeſſours of that Pzonince , appoynted Cyrus Byſ⸗ 
ſhoppe of Alexandria ta be Chieuetapne: who ſen⸗ 
dyng a ſolemne Amballade to the Saracenes foz peate, ob⸗ 
tapned it vppon condition that he ſhould pay vnto them 
veerelpa Tribute of . 200000. Crounes. And ſo foz 
the ſpace of thz& yeeres they were quiet and receinedng 
kind of moleſtation at their handes, | 
But the Emperour Heraclins vnderſtandyng 
geare and thinkyng this compoſition greatly ſounded to 
bis diſhonour, ſent foz Cyrus home agayne to Conſtanti- 
nople, and in bis ſt&ede made Emanuel an Armenian, ru⸗ 
ler ouer EGYPT , who flatlye and playnelye denys 
_ edthe payment of anye money , befoze by Cyrus p20- 
myled to the Saracenes, 

UWherefoze in great diſpleaſure they inuaded Egipt 
with a buyge power, and Emanuel with a ſmall 
tompaignie foz his ſauetie wente fo Alexandria, 
But Heraclius to late now, and to hys coſte beynge 
taught, that pzomyſe and faith oughte to be kepte and 
perfourmed enen to the Enemies, when her well

and . To whom, when he with all diligence 
endeuoured to perſuade them torenue the fozmer com⸗ 
poſition of peace , the Saracens pzopounded this queſtion 
by way of anſwere to his demaunde: whether he coulde 
deuour and digeſt a marble piller 2 No, ( ſaid Cyrus ) it is 
not poſſible ſo to do: no moꝛe (quod they) can we departe 
out of Egypt. And ſo erpulſing all the Romane garriſons, 
they bꝛought that Pꝛouince into their owne ſubtection. 
After this, Homar marched with a populous arinie tos 
ward Hieruſalem, and ſtrongly beſiegedit on euery ſive. 
Andlying befoze it two yeeres,at length toke it by Sur⸗ 
rendꝛie. After the wynning whereof +, he eaſely ſubdued 
all Aſſyria. Afterwarde he ſente one ol his Capitaines 
whole name was Iaid with a great power into Meſopo- 
tamia, ouer which Countrie was chiefe Ruler vnder the 
Emperour one Iohn ſurnamed Catea, whoſe chiefe aby⸗ 
ding place and Seate was at Ozroen. This Iohn pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed to pape fo Iaid yerely a thouſande poundes of Golde 
ſo that be woulde retyꝛe backe and not enter into Meſo- 
potamia. 4 | | 
Andremouyng to Edeſſa, ſent vnto hym actoꝛdyng 
ta bys pꝛomyſe, (the Emperour not knowyng thereof) 
he pencion due foz the fyꝛſt verre. Foz which fac when 
Heraclius was geuen to vnderſtande, he ſente hym into 
exile, and in bys roume ſubilituted and made ruler oner 
Meſopotamia one Ptolomzus maiſter of the hoꝛſemen. 


Taid aſſone as he knewe hereof , paſſedthe Ryner Eu- 


phrates and laying Siege to Edeſſa, toeke it, then her 


ſpovied Conſtantia and Bara, and ſubdued the whole 
_ P2ouinceof Meſopotamia, And making Muauias his 


Lieutenaunt of Egypt and all the other Pꝛouintes lyin 
betwerne the Riners Nilus and Euphrates (in which — 


frey 
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frey he builded and foztified a little fowne named Cayre 
neere the place where Memphis once ſtode be bene 
retourned into Arabia. 

In Perſia, as befoze we haue wewed, king Syroches 
raigned after the deathe of his father Coſdroes , who alſo 
dying within a yere aſter, his Donne Adhiſeris enioped 
the Diademe and ſucceeded in the crowne: who within a 
while after being ſlaine, the Perſians treated Hormiſdas 
their king, who in a ſkirmiſhe againſt the Saracens was 
alſo ſlaine. And ſo the Perſians vanquiſhed in battaile; loſt 
not only their Empire but their name alſo: foz they were 
afterward in ſteede of Perſians called Saracens. After the 
conqueſt of Perſia , Homar regiftred vp his bicoztous 
Geſtes and how many nations he had bzoughf vnder his 
ſubiection. From thencefo2th he dwelled in Hieruſalem, 
t there builded a femple foz Mahomet, where afterward 
in the tenth veere ol his raigne, he was llaine of one of his 
owne folkes a Perſian named Almigira, as he was ſtou⸗ 
ping downe to pꝛay. This Homar was a warlike and a 
fierce man as may well apptere by his ſundzy battailes, 
be himſelf in perſon being pꝛeſent, and by the innumera⸗ 
ble ſozte of Pꝛouinces by him ſubdued. Pe was no leſſe 
wiſe then valiant in all his attemptes. Me cauſed p w2t- 
tings ol Mahomet to be w2itten and ſozted into one vo⸗ 
lume, ſhewing molt noble liberalitie towarde them that 
frauailed and tooke paynes therein. Foz Mahomet bes 
vng one altogether vnſkilfull and ignoꝛaunt of learning, 
made no Booke hymſelle: but as euerie thing came in- 
to hys remembzaunce, ſo he commanndedthe ſame con- 
fuſely to be wzitten in a Schedule by one 02 other of hys 
familier friendes. 

CWherby it happened, that he foꝛgetting ſuch things as 
befoze he had cauſed to be waitten, oftentimes ſpake cons 
traries. This man alſo enacted a lawe , that in all their 


Ow (which in theyz language they call Meſchita)

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common-ſupplications ſbould ber made during the whole 
moneth of September, and after the ſame ended, the 
whole volume of Mahomet hys lawe ſhoulde be openly 
redde to the people. . PL 

He was tall of ſtature, bꝛoune coloured, balde headed, 
thinne bearded and the ſame ſomwhat enclining to whites 
nes, and was buryedneere to Mahomet. But befoze he 


dped, felinghimſelfe ſoſoze wounded that he deſpaired 


of reconerie, he appopnted ſoꝛ his Sucteſſour Ozmen: 
who alſo had been a great furtherer and fauourer to Ma- 
homet in all matters, and had twyſe beene bis Sonne in 
Lawe. Foz he marped his two daughters, which both 


which dignitie he chiefely attained th2zough giftes and bꝛi⸗ 
berie. Foz reteyuing at the handes of Homars Treaſu⸗ 
rer all hes money and goodes , hee frankely diſtributed 
bothe it and all that hee himſelfe hadlefte vnto him by 
bis Parentes among his Souldiours. 
Ozmen therefoze beryng inueſted the thyzde Biſhop 


after Mahomet, ſente the nerte yere following a buyge 


armye bnder the conducte of Hucba into Affrica, a- 
gapnſt the Lozde Gregorie, chiefe and ſupzeme gouer⸗ 
nour of all that ꝛouince. Ye beeyng overcome in bat 
tayle , and Carthage alſo ſubuerted, he vnyted all that 
Pꝛouince fo bys other Saracenicall Dominicns. But 
fearyng to ber ſurpziſed and taken nappyng wyth ſome 
ſodayne Alarum out of Europa, if they ſhoulde lye long 


in Carthage, they diſlodged thence andremoncdto Tu- 


nice, a Citie ſtanding within the Baye of Golet, and 
9 rouſting themlelues loꝛ a ſeaſon, greatly enlarged 
ame. 

But after warde receyninga commaundement from 
Ozmen that they ſhoulde not dwell in any Poꝛt towne 
o other places vppon the Sea Coaſte, ( becauſe be had 
taken ſuche agreement and oꝛder wyth the Emperour, 


they 


decealſed wythout childzen, in the life time of Mahomet, 
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khey departed ſire and thirtie myles from the Sea and 
aboute a hundzeth from Tunice where they buyloed 
themſelues a Cilie called Cairoan. 

After this, in the thirde yeere-of thys mans rayone, 
Muauias (who as wee ſhewed befoze was Lieutenant 
of Egypte) wyth a; Pauie ok a thaulande and ſeauen 
hundꝛeth (oz as ſome ſays ) wyth ſeauen hundꝛeth 
Shippes onely , arryued in Cypres, and takyng by fozce 
the noble Citie Conſtantia; ſpoyledthe whole Illande. 
But beeyng certefped that Carcozir one of the Empe⸗ 
rour Conſtans hys Capitaynes,was commyug agaynlt 
bym with a greate, fleete, faz frare of further harme, he 
departed thence and. planted bys. — Po befoze another 
Citie in the ſame Jlande named Aradum, wherehe no⸗ 
thynge pꝛeuapled. Deepnge therefoze hys purpoſe” to 
quaple, he bꝛonghte RENE bes Yoaſte co Winter 
in amaſco.

cenicall Nanie, called Calinick,ſeinge the wozlothus to 


tourne, reuolted, and fyeringe all the Ships that were 
there,fledde tg Conſtantinople. And in Egjpr alſo by 
the ſame mutabilitie of Foztane,their matters went to 
wꝛack andruyne.Foz the peltilentiall plagye ſo aflicted 
the whole Countrie with death and moztalytie, that the 
whole race and linage of the Saracenes in that ouince 
was al moſt quight extinct. And Conſtantine not longs 
befoze(becauſe he would alwaies at his pleaſure repꝛeſſe 
their attempts and cole their courages) very vnaduiſed⸗ 
lpe had opened the Straictes and encloſures of Mount 
Caucaſus{bntrulie calledofſome Caſpia ) which beyngs 
ſtopped and ſhutte vp faſt by Alexander the Great, his 
Pꝛogenitours andP2edeceſſours fearing the fearcenefſe Frb whites 
of thoſe Pountaine dwellers and alſo of the Nozthern Turkes cam, 
people, alwaies kept ſtrongipe ſhutte and ſurely ramp i? 
red, from which place afterwarde the Turkes are repozs 
ted to haue firſte come and bad their oꝛiginall. And cal- 
led out a kind of people named Mardaites, which lay lure 
king within tboſe Mountaines: who occuppinge and has 


ninge in their owne poſſeſſion all the Beacons, and high 


bils of thole Pountaines from Taurus (called now Mau- 
rus)to Libanus were berie dzeadfull and terrible to the 
Saracenical Nation. Foz when ani were agreuede not 
willing any longer to line vnder the poke and ſeruituds 
of Saracencs,they fled into theſe Pountaines and aſlotia⸗ 
ted tbemlelnes to theſe People, and thence asthei ſawe 
opo2tumtie they would make many roades andercurfl- 


ons into the countries nœre adioyning, wherby thei ſpoy- 


tedandplagnedthe Saracenes in ſach extreme lozt,by bobs 
ding them to hard meate, that they durſt not once tir out 
fo2 feare. By meanes of theſe ſo many and ſo great tala⸗ 
mities and diſtreſles, the Arabianspower was gretly vdr . 
e 
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ſleete left, which then vered Crete, vnder the guydaunte 
and conduct of Fadall and Cadall. Though theſe god foʒ⸗ 
tunes and p:oſperous ſucceſſes, the Maieſtie of the Ro- 
mane Empire ſeemed eftſones to flourifh ,and ſomewhat 
to reuiue and recouer his pꝛiſtinate glozy. But Muauias 
peace andleague, which tothe 

( becanſe the Saracens 


bene vtterly oppzeſſedand eaſly vanquiſhed if Cæſar had 
not moze delighted in pzeſent Jdleneſſe and quiet reſte 
then ſtudying loꝛ the long tranquillytie of his Common 
wealth, which by no meanes is made moꝛe longer ofcon- 
tmuaunce and ſafer with barbarous nations then by per⸗ 
ect bidozy)tournedhis power t made his quarell againſt 
the Mardaites, and diſpoſleſſing them from their high de- 
ſcrping places in d Pountaines which befoze they enioy» 
et, he udyed and bent his mind to appeaſe cerfayne ton⸗ 
trouerſies and Sectes newly ſpꝛong vp about his religt- 
on. Therfoze he called a generall Counſell oꝛ Synode 
ol his ſect, vnto whom by publique pꝛoclamation he com⸗ 
maunded all the learned men ol his Empire, and ſuch as 
hadany w2yfing 02 Schedule either ol Mahomet oz of as 
ny his pꝛedeceſſours, Biſhoppes befoze hym, to come and 
bzing the lame wꝛitinges with them. This Tartarital 
Synode was holden and celebzated at Damaſco, where 

(when as nothyng coulde be determyned by reaſon ol the 
tontrarietie of repugnaunt ſententes) hee commannded 
fire ol the wiſeſt in p company by the common conſent of 
them al to be picked cut, eſo there were choſen Mulcine, 
Boari, Buor, Anoeci, Acerminde Dauid. Cheſe fir being 
Hut vp together into one houſe, w all ſuch wzitinges as 
were thither bzought,hee-gane ſtraight charge that they 
thoutd lay their beades together : out of theſe waitinges 
gather into ane volume ſuch actes e ſayings of Mahomet 
as ſhuldſeme to haue anilikelihod eee 
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bad made ſire volumes; þ reſidue ot the wꝛitings be tau⸗ 

ſed to be thzowne into a riuer, which were ſo many that

greateſt Citie ot Egypt, all theſe Sectes (no man agdyns 
ſaping) are vſed and embzaced: When Muauias had fint- 
ſhed e taken this oꝛder in his matters at Damaſco which 
was Þ head ſeat ot his Empire, he died and was there bus 
ried. He was the firſt of the Saracen Capitaines 9 with 
Omen during Homars raigne) entred into the Koman 
pꝛouinces Wan holt, and was the firſt p enlarged # am- 
plyfied the limites of the Saraccnicall Empite as far as 
gipt and Aphrica weſtward, into Meſopotamia Eafts 
ward, and into Aſia nozeh ward, and was the ſrit 5 confts 
tuted a certen ſeate royall at Damaſco:which titie foz the 
fertilitie of the ſople and pleaſantnes of the ayꝛe far extel⸗ 
leth any other. e vſed firſteof his race, to haue Slaues 
and Eunuches after a pzincely ſtate t᷑ guiſe to ſtand bare 
headed befoze hym:foz he was a man altogether martial 
and warlike, and in the atchiuing ol his deuiles pꝛudent 
and wiſe. His coulour was white, his late pleaſaunt and 
graue, his eyes oł diners coulgurs, his ſtature meane, 
bis Bearde alwayes blacke, foz euer as it beganne fo 
ware grape, hee dped it and conſerued it in his fozmer 
(ate. Be lyued lxxvij. yeares,and raignedtwenty and 
foure. His Signet which he caryedabout with bym,had 
inif this Poſte engrauen NE mihi. PS 
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Ot learnyng be was altogether ignozaunt, in ſo muche 
that he tould not wzite his own name: wheras otherwiſe 
be had by nature a verie p2ofound witte. Wherfoze it is 
that Mahomet on a time , making his pzayers 

at a banquet in pꝛeſẽte of many (as his cuſtome was) ſaid 
theſe wozdes:D God teach Muauias to waite'q to num⸗ 
ber, and defend him from all daungers. By which wozvs, 
thatcraftie Pſeudopophete who knewe the nature of 
Muauiasto be fierce and p;ompt withall,thewedand ſig- 
nifled two things. Firſt, that be, if he had the ayde of any 
learning, might greatly helpe and furder his Secte. Foz 
they which can waite, can alſo reade and thereby become 
wyſer. Then becanſe he ſaw him to be of ſuche a fierce 
courage that he was lyke to aduenture andobiect bimſelf 
bazardes,he deſiredof God to teach 


fo take theoccaſions that ſhoulde be fitteſt fo2 the exploy- 


ting of his affayzes when they fell:and fox the ſame cauſe 
be deſtred of God to pꝛotect e deliuer him from all daun⸗ 
gers. But he being a man craftie enough ol bimſelfe and 
naturalię geuen to pnititie needed not theſe heipes. 
Atter that Muauias was dead, immediatly his ſonne 
Iczid was ſatuted Biſhop and King, who atchieuedno 
notable acte in his time woztbie of remembzannce. Foz 
de was a manaltogether giuen to ſlouth,idlenes and riot, 
nnd moꝛeouer was ſickly and of a body nothing luſtie: ſao 
ning that he put many of the nobilitie of Arabie to death. 
Pe loned his owne Siſter lididinouſly, and was greatly 
——— re 
| ont of Mahomets Law and ene- 
river Kegan, During this mans raigne, Mutar 
whom he had made Pꝛeſident ouer the P2onince of Per- 
ſa, perteiuing his d;owſie fiuggiſhnes and defire of eaſs 
openly pꝛoteſted himſelle to be a Pzophete, e — 
rann 
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rannie therin: and ofthe line of this Mutar, the Ringes 
of Perſia which at this day are called Sophi, are deſceded. 
Iezid his Poeſie was: DEVsS EST MEVS DOM 
NVS. He raigned the pteres, and dyed at Arrane, be⸗ 
ing of the age of foꝛtie pres, when the Citizens of Cufa 
had called home Hocem the Sonne of Ali, entending to 
create hym Byſhoppe:but Abdalam the Sonne of Iezid 
in the ſieldes of Carball nere Cufa, treacherouſly lying in 
waite, ſlue him, and there was be buried. In remembzace 
of which thing, there was at his graue and Sepulchze af- 
terwarde builded a Citie called Carbala, called ſo of the 
name ofthe ſield wherin the fact was done. Hocem lefte 
twelue Sonnes behind him when he dyed, that is fo ſay, 
- Zeinal Abadine,Zeinal Muamedes, Baguer Muamedes, 

Giafar Cadeneg, Giafar Muſa, Cazine Maca, Hali Mu- 
ceratius, All e, Muamedes Taguin, Muamedes Hali- 
naguin, Alle Haceme Aſquerine, Haceme Muamedes 
Mahadine: which were in diners places buryed, that is 
fo wit, fomene&re to their great Graundlathers father 
Mahomet, ſome at Bagadat, t ſome at Herine: but as fo; 
Muamedes Mahadine, the Perſians do affirme not to bee 


pet dead,4 do hold opinion, that he ſhall come mounted on - 


bozſebacke fo declare andſhewe the law to all Nations, 
and ſhall conuert all people, and that all this hail firſt 
begin in the titie ol Maſſadale where y body of his graũd⸗ 
. father Ali lpeth buried. And therfoze they haue alwayes 
in that citie a hozſe ready to receiue him, whom, after the 
ende of their pzaters and oziſons, they lead with Tozche 
light to the Church:andvp6 one certaine day which is a- 
mong them kept molt feſtinall and ſolemne they bzyng 
thys hozſe tothe Temple where Ali is buryed wyth as 
muche pompe as maye bee, beſeechyng and making pe- 
tition vnto the ſame Ali, that he would as ſpeedily as may 
bee, ſend vnto them this his Nephew whom they looke 


foz. Unto the which feaſt,there is reſoꝛt ofpeople from di- 
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nerſe parties. Therfoze Hoceme being flaine and Iazid 
deade, one Maruan obtained the Pontificate, who raig⸗ 
ned no longer then nyne monthes, becauſe Abdalam the 
fonne of Iazid dzaue him out of his kingdome, & enioved 
the ſame himlelle foz the ſpace of one yeere. At which time 
the Arabians aſſembling and keeping a Coũſaile in Cufa 
aCitieof the inner partes of Arabie, created Abdnnelil 
- being but vet a young man, Byſhop. Againſt whom , an 
other whole name was Dadack raiſed a commotion and 
rebelled. But Abdimelił ſent his kinſman Ciafa to pur- 
ſue Abdalane ( this Abdalane was deſcended of p ſtocke 
and pꝛogenie of Eubocar which ſtocke the Arabians call 
Maraunion) and as it appeereth by that which hath berne 
befoze ſhewed, he had by plaine fate vſurpedthe pontifi- 
call di, many veeres. That race therfoze was odible 
ta the „ who rather loued the Pedagrew e ſtocks 
of Ali, deſcending almoſt by a ſtraigbi line from Maho- 
met himſelf. Now, Abdimelik was deſcendedofy bloud 


of Ali, which kinred and veſcent they call Abazion:t Ab- 
dimelik himſelle with another armie purſued Dadack. 
 Abdalancenenaty time as it channcedhad overcome in 


| Damaſco, whe 

as Ciafas encoſitred with him at h Riuer Euphrates, and 
giuing vatohim battaile, obtained tbe vicozie not with 
out much bloud ſhed and ſlaughter on both ſides. The Da- 
maſcene Caliph Abdalanc,fledde to Damaſco where he 
could not be receined becauſe he bad tyzannicallie exercis 
ted hes Empire, but was faine to go to Cayre beyng at 
that tyme no great Citie, ſtandyng by the Ryner Nilus, 
not farre from the plate where the famous Citie Mem- 
phis onte ſtoode, buylded by Muauias, Homars Depus | 
fie, becauſe they inigbt haue the paſſage ouer Nilus in 
tber: owne power , and therefoze kept it with a | 
garrpſon. Which afterward ſo — 
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that now at thys day it is counted and thought ko be ene 
of the greateſt Cities in all the woz2ld. But being thence 
like wyſe by the garriſon of the Citie excluded, and of all 
his owne traine and Seruauntes fozſaken, fo: the crucl⸗ 
tie and rigour that he not remembzinghumaine alterati⸗ 
on had bſed in hys ruffe and pꝛolperitie) he was purpoſed 
to ſaple into Grecia accompanied with one onely Ser- 
uaunt, buf the wyndes were ſo contrartous that he was 
dꝛiuen into a certaine Alland where he was knowen and 
there llaine:and thus the race ol the Caliphes of Damaſco 
ended. | 

. Ciafas hanina the poſſeſſion of Damaſco, commaunded 
that Iazid the Caliph who had bene buried many ye&res 
afoze,thoulde be taken out of his graue, his bones to be 
burned and his Alhes to be taſt into the Ryner, wyth all 
kinde of crueltie raging againſt al the Mauronion linage 
caſting out their dead carkaſſes tobe denoured and toꝛne 
in peecesof wild beaſtes, that he might renenge the iniu⸗ 
ries done to Hoceme and others of the Abazian-.houſe, 
whom they flue and murthered. There was at that time 
à tertaine riche and wealthie man ol the Mauronion ly» 
nage, named Abedramon, whoſe Aunteſtours had bene þ 
Cahphes of Damaſco: and ſome do affyzme that he was 
the Sonne of Muauias. He feng the ſauage crueltie and 
fierce dealing of Abdimelick and Ciafa', inperſecuting 
bis Sfockeand kinred, and fearing to taſte of the ſame 
ſauce himſelfe, gathered together a great number of hys 
kriends, Coſins, and Clientes and went into p vttermoſt 
partes of Mauritania Tingintana, where (both foz that he 
was ol the familie of the Damaſcene Biſhops, « alſo be» 
cauſe ofhis foztifude and baliaunce ) he was with great 
bonour reteiued of the Saracens abiding there. Foz many 
of them (the Romaines only defending the coaſtes that lie 
into the middle of the maine land) went thither and there 
planted theſelues:whichnew dignitie and pzerogatiue of 
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honour together with the opinion that was conteiued of 
bym and his Sea, ſo incenſedand ſwelled his ambitious 
mind, that be firſt of all others tote vpon bym the name 
ofa Miralmumine, which wozde in the Arabian lan- 
guage ſignificth the Pꝛinte ol all beleeuers: which name 
afterwards our Hiſtoriographers depꝛaued $-cozruptly 
called Miramuline. Me alſo bnilded the large and moſte 
\iracco noble citie ol Marocco niere to the fte of MPounte Atlas, 
vuuded. and appointed it to be the chieſe Keye and Petropolytans 
Citie of all his Kingdome : Notwithſtandinge many do 
affirme that it was built by Ioſippus the Sonne of Teſ- 
fine, and ſome ſay by an other. Againſt them Abdime⸗ 
lick{partlye foz that be ſawe him to pzocure no hurt noz 
attempt any binderaunce to his pzoceedinges) and partly 
becauſe he was wꝛapped in heapes oftroubles elſewhere 
and had moe prons in the fire then he coult e wel temper, 
attempted nothing. Foz although he had ſupplanted Da- 
dack with all bis faction and adherentes and with victozy 
retourned to Damaſcus, vet could he not long eniop that 
victozy noz bꝛonke it quietlye, becauſe there began ſuch a 
plague and peſtilenciall moztalytie that had almoſt quite 
deſtroyed all the Saracenicall Nation. 
Beſide this plague, the people were greatly pinched 
with famine in all his Countries. And the Mardaites 
gettyng agayne the poſſeſſion of Pount Libanus, enlar- 
ged their limites as farre as Hieruſalem: and mo2ouer 
the pꝛincipalytie of Perſia, vſurped by Mutar, much diſ⸗ 
quieted his troubled minde. Abdimelick weltringe in 
the = of _ —— Foztune,and fearing to bee o⸗ 
uerwhelmed ome greater miſchaunte, ſent a ſo⸗ 
lemne Ambaſſade to Iuſtinian then Emperour, bepng of 
the age of ſirfeene vcres ſoꝛ a confirmation of the peace 
and League that Muauias trake with Conſtantine, and 
farther to requeſt hym that the Mardaites might bee diſ⸗ 
polleſſed and dꝛiuen out of Libanus, which thince if the 
; Empe- 
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rour nern de p;omyſed that be wouldienety day 
geue vnto the Komanes in the name ot a Tribute, ten 
poundes of Golde, a laue and a godip faire Yozle. And 
moꝛeouer in conſideration of the confirmation of this 

peace which he ſo earneftly defired, (to thend that Cæſat 
kugbe the better erpulle and rid the: Mardaices which 
nowe were not abone.rij.thouſandinnumber out of Li- 
banus)he gaue and gratintedvnto him the one halte of his 
veerely Tributes of Cyprus, Armenia and Iberia. This 

peace beyng confirmed and he delinered out of the feare of 
the ddardaes{a —e— people) he ſent Ci- 
afa with a great Armye againſte Mutar, who vnder the 
pꝛetext andcoloure of Religion — — 
tozt regiment in Perſia. Which and voyage 
bad very vnluckie end:foz Mutar with an Holt marching 
to mete him, vanquiſhed him and diſcomfited al his pow⸗ 
er, whereby he wanne a greater eſtimation and credite 
then euer he had beloze. 

Abdimelick to th intent he might from a neter place 
ſurueigh and beholde how matters pꝛoſpered in Perſia, 
goeth into Meſopotamia: where he wasagaine W many 
calamities & aduerſe bzuntes loze craſhed. Foz $ Empe- 
tour Iuſtinian(y Sclauoys partli peelving themſelves bn- 
to his mercy and partly camedbydent of Swvozd)picking 
out of the ſtouteſt Gallantes in all that Nation , acrewe 
of .30000, oz there aboute, muſtredand foke vp Souls

lyaunt ſernice, bꝛake the League lately made: makyng 


foz the contour of his quarel, ̊ the money payable foz bis 
perrely Tribute had not the Roman ſfamp, but was of a 
new Arabian toigne. Sending therfoze his Lientenannt 
Leontius w this new leuied army into Aſia, ſubdued and 
bought vnder his ſubiedion Iberia, Abania, Hircania 


and Media, which Regions were onder the Saracenes 
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- Atthe ſame time alſoone Said reiſed ſedition and re- 
belled againſt Abdimelick : againft whom Abdimelick 
ſperdyng bymſelfe with an Army,ſo diſmayd and terri⸗ 
fied hym, that he fel downe on his Parybones and craued 
fozgeneneſle. Whom Abdimelick. with diſſimuling 
countenaunce pardoned and ſeemed to foꝛgeue: but with- 
inawhile after be commaunded hym pꝛiuelie to be flain, 
At this ſame time alſd there aroſe an other ty2antie a- 
mong the Saracenes,named Abdala Zubir, who ſent his 
Bother Muſub into Perſia againſt Mutar: and of hum 
Murar was both banquiſhed and Clayne:albeit be enioyed 
nat the fruite of bis victozy long. Foz 4bdimclick withall 
bis power igoynge againſte hym, ouercame and diſ⸗ 
comfitedbim and all his Yoaſt : and from thence holding 
on his way into Perſia, bzonght all that Pzouince vnder 
bis ſubiection . AbdalaſZubir diſcouraged with the god 
ſucceſſe of his adnerſarie, fled vnto Mecca, after whome, 
Abdimelick ſent Cagian with a great Armee to purſue 
and take hyw; whoby ſoꝛte winning the Citie Mecca, 
ge Zubir, and ſet the auntienteſt Idole of that citie with 
Temple alſo on fire.

And tbus, abdimelick hauinge retouered Perſia, and 
dilpatched out of the way bis aduerſaries,and being alone 
in poſſeſſion of the Saracenicall Soneraigntie, ( after hee 
badoftentimes in vaine,beſought the Komane Emperoz 
that he would not infringe the League betwene them 
concluded, ) at length bent all his power againſte the 
Greeques which inferred warre vpon hym againſte the 
Lawes both of God and man, andoucr his army he ap⸗ 
por nted fo Generall one Muamates. Who findinge the 
Greeques at Sebaſtonople, hanged the Tables of the 
League bpon a Spearepoynt,and cauſed the ſame to bee 
boꝛne befoze him like an Enſigne. And calling vpon God 
to reuenge the bꝛeaking and biolationtherof(which were 
ſo ſolenelie made and confirmedby taking his holy name 
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ſata and waſting al the plates nere therabout, flue neere- 
band of them twohundzeth thouſande , and faking there Slaughter 
many pꝛiſoners and great boties, bought all the Couns ot Sracens. 
trey in great feare of him. And at the ſame time the 
Pꝛinces of Armenia, in a ſedition killed all the Saracenes, 
which were in Armenia? and ſending Ambaſſadours to 
Abſimar, receiued the Romanes againe into their P20- 
nince. Muamates netteled with theſe dealinges, with a 
great power ſet vpon them, bꝛought them againe vnder 
the Saracenicall obeyſaunte, and burned the Pꝛin⸗ 
ces and leaders of the people alyne. Then he alſo tnnaded 
Cilicia, fpoyling and rupnating it euerie where pitcouſlie 
but heeſcaped'not himlelfe ſcotfree. Foz Heraclius en- 
countring with him, diſtomſited a great part of his hoatk 
and tœke the reſt pꝛiſoners, whom he ſent bound to Con- 
ſtantinople to the Emperour. At which time Abdimelilc 
dyed, in —— his raigne. Weſhewedbefoze, 
that one Abedramon{deſcended of the Mauronion ſtock) 
conueped himſelfe info Mauritania in the beginning of 
 Abdimelik his Pontificate, and was there in ſache eſti⸗ 
macidn among his people and Sectaries , that all the Sa- 
racens dwelling in that Pzouince renerenced him as an 
other Caliph oz rather as one greater then a Caliph, but 
fo2 as muche as he entermedied not with any bellicallin- 
ſarrections and alſo was farre of, Abdimelik did not per- 
ſetute him ſo as he did others. But yet notwithſtanding 
his name was great in Arabia, He dying, left a ſonne be⸗ 
hind him, named Vlicc, who facceeded A bdime lik in the 
t was called the Muralmumine, in the ptere 
after the intarnatiõ of Chriſt. eg. During whoſe raigne 
Armenia was onee againe bzonght vnder the Romane 
ſuhiectid, and the Saracens thice expulſed. The Arabians 
mating an irruption into p Romane Pꝛouintes, toe by 
fozce Þ citte Miſta with many Caſtles i foztifiev tones 
and with great boties and 92934 * home.

Foz wheras Ly bia oꝛ Þ 
whole coũtrex of Affrica being almoſt on enery ſide com- 
paſed about with water like an Alland, is on d No2th en- 
uironed with our Sea, on the Welt and South with the 
Atlantique Ocean, on p̊ Calt with the Eaſt, red t Ara- 
bian Sea, and is ioyned to Aſia hy alittle narow part of 
dzy land lying betwene the vttermoſt end ol the Arabia 
LGulph e our ea: yet Egypr(whichP2onince ertendeth 
fro the Cataractes and fludgates of the riuer Nilus to the 
mouth of the ſame) together with chiopia ( which liethn⸗ 
bone it) oł many old waiters, vea ol late Authours alſd, is 
not reckened into Affrica. And as p̊ riuer Nilus parteth 
the Caſt part ol this halte Ille, that is to wit, ægypt 4 £- 
thiopia,where the large © mightie dominions of Presbi- 
ter John lye:lo q riner Nigir,ſpzinging (as many waite) 
from the ſame fountain, andhauing{as the other bath bis 
courſe from the South into the Nozth)lo this fro the Eaſt 
intothe Weatt,and falling into the Athlantique Ocean, 
parteth and ſeparateth the moſt weslthie Kingdomes of 
the Nigricesfrom it. @o that , the Lybia which we here 
meane,1s contained within the homes of Nilus and Nigir 

the Achlantique Ocean andour Sea. All which as farre 
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and Lybia. Lybia which in the Arabian fongne is called 
Sarra, that is to ſay Deſert, is bound on the Southe wyth 
the kingdomes of the Nigrites, on the Nozth with p moũt 
Athlas, on the Eaſt w the riuer Nilus e on the weft with 
the Oceã. Numidia called in þ Arabia tongue Biledulge- 
rid, ( which is to ſap, a Countrey wherein groweth great 
ſloꝛe ol dates) ſtretching fr6 the boꝛders of to the 
Ocei,lyeth South frõ the moũtain Achlas. Barbarie from 
the Caſt to d Welt(cotained within þ ſame limittes and 
| bozders)comp2ehedeth all Þ which lyeth betwene Athlas 
and our Dea. And this isalſodinided info ſoure P2ouin- 
tes: Mauritania Tingintana, which containeth the King» 
domes of Marrocco & Feze:Czfarienſis, wherin is þ k 
dome of Telenſine: e $-fi.part both in thold time 6 now 
is pzoperly called Affrica, wherin iti aunciet time þ Car- 
thaginians flouriſhed, conteining nob af this day Þ Citie 
Affrica, Tunice and Tripolis. After this foloweth Cire- 
nes, which is copzehended in p kingdome of Bugia. At the 
firſt inuaſiõ and irruptiõ made into this ꝛouinte during 
the raigne of Ozmen. Saracens ſwarining out of ægypt 
wan Cyrenaica 4 Africa, But making peace afterward 
with p Emperour,thep were cõmaũded fo depart from al 
the plates niere to the Seacoaſtes, and ſo they remwnucd 
further into the Confines of Numidia and Lybia, and in 
the raigne ol Muauias they againe entring into 5 Terri⸗ 
toꝛies of Carthaginians, ſubdued the coũtrey of Aftrica, 
all about the Sea coaſtes. And nowe auauncing foʒ ward 


the rule of Roderike Viſigotte king of Spaine. Foz the 
Goches expulſing all the Romane garriſons were 5 
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of the whole countrye of 5 paine, from:300. yeresalmoft 

dgyng foz their King none but this Ro- 
dericke ; who was not onely King of both the Spaynes, 
the neerer and further, but alſo poſſeſled all that lape to- 
wardthe ſtraic Sea in Mauritania Tingintana. The 
Straides in Africa, bath thace P2omontozies, makyng 
two Bayes oz Clbowes: into the landwarve: and in 
Spaine as many P2omontozies with ſo many boſomes 
oz Elbowes of the Sea. The famous and noble Cities 
by the Sea, in Spayne, were Carteia ſituate by the Pꝛo⸗ 
montozie Calpe, which after warde was called Tarifa: in 
Aphrica, Tingis, of whom Mauritania Tingintana hath 
bis name, ſtandyng by the Pzomontozie Abyle: and Cep- 
ta, called of Ptolomæus, Eſſiliſſa. | 

The Romanes deuided all Spayne info two P2ouin- 
ces, andſent into them two Pꝛoconſulles, oz P2opze- 
tozs ; whereof the one gouerned the neerer and the other 
the kurder. But thele partes were not alwayes ol one 


greatneſſe: foz when as they had not pet the whole pol⸗ 
ſeſſion of all Spayne , the byther Spaine was confayned 


within the riner Iberus and the Pyrenee Pountapnes: 
and all beyond Iberus was of the further Spay ne, which 
belonged to the Carthaginians. But aſter that they had 
d2iuen out the Punique Garryſons out of enery quarter 
ofthe Countraie, and had got the poſſeſſion of all Spayne, 
they called that which on the Eaſt and ſonth is enuironed 
almoſt Jlandwiſe wour Sea, on the Weſt with the ach 
lantique Ocean, on Þ Nozth with the Dea Cantabricum 
and the Pyrenee Pountaynes (erceptinge Luſitania and 
Berica)by the name of the neerer Spainctand thoſe partes 
which be deuided by the river Anas and compalled about 
W the Ocean as far as to p Aſturians,theicalledh further 
Spaine,callyng p which marcheth vpon p ſtraicts, Betica, 
which now contayneth Vandaluſia g the Kingdome of 
Granado,t þ whichertendeth from $ riuer Anas tothe 
riuex 
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riger Duria they called Luſitanie and al the hyther part, 
Torraconenſis. Which tripartite diuiſion Geographers 
in their deſcr iptions haue obſerygd. Ouer tbeſe th2& 
Pꝛouinces and alſo ouer the Aſturians and Cantabrians 
which be on this ide the Pyrenees, by the Nozth ocean, 
and alſo ouer the ꝛouinte called Narbonenſis ſo farre as 
the Kiger-of Rhone, which was then called Gallia Got- 
tica, this Roderike Viſigot was (as we haue ſayd king t 
gouernour at that time, when the Saracenes extended the 
limits ot their Dominpon in Aphrica to the ocean, which 
was in the verre of our Loade. 712. . 
This Rodericke made Iuliane Earle of Cepta(deſcens 
dedof the blond of Viſigottes, a man of great power and 
wealth in Spayne and chief ruler ouer a tertapne Jlanve 
now called Viridis, lying in the narow Sea, and many o⸗ 
ther places aſwell in Spayne as in J ingintana) his high 
Deputie and warden in Betica and all other ſuch places 
as were vnder his rule in Tingintana. Unto hym hee 
committed the whole charge, to defend Spay ne on that f 
ſide from the inuaſtons of the Saracenes, ànd to kepe the 2 autye ot 
narow Seas. {This Iulyan had a Daughter named Ca- Woman. 
ba, ſ beautpfull young Lade, inſomuch that foz ber par⸗ cauſeth 
ſonage ſhe was no leſſe pernitious to Spayne, then faire much miſ- 
Helena was tothe Troyanes. Foz Rodericke fallynge chiet. 
in lone with her, whether it were by fozce oz by fraud(foz 
it is repozted both waies) made a bꝛeach into her vir- 
gynitie. Which vnpꝛincelp trick ſhe (as ſone as ſhe con 
ueniently tould) bttered and diſtouered vnto her Father. 
Who diſſimuling as though he had knowne nothyng of 
this iniurie done to him in his Daughter,andkeepyng to 
hymlelfe thedeſire of inſt revenge till a tyme ſoʒ his pur⸗ 
poſe tonuenient, deſired leaue ol the Ringe to departe the 
Courtand to go to Cepta, becauſe being there (as he ſaid) 
he could much better defeat the Saracens entended enter

niture of houſholdg W his wife went to Cepta.Uhen he 
was come thither, fapning an crcuſeÞ his wife was ſoꝛe 
ſicke;be deſired p king to geue Cabatis deughter leaue to 
come home and ſee her languiſhing mother, who was ne- 
uer like to ſee her any moze-Fo2 Caba with other Pzin- 
ces and L oꝛdes daughters (as the manner was) at that 
time waited in the Court. Mauing by this meancs re⸗ 
ceined home his Daughter, he went to Mucas who was 
(as befoze we ſhewed)the bead ruler of all Lybya vnder 
Vlite, and vnto hym he opened from poynt to poynt the 


whole cauſe of his comming away from the Court. and 
pꝛomyſing to make hym Le2d of all Spayne if he wonlde 


geue the aduenture & take the enterpꝛiſe in hand. Mucas 
ſhewed the whole matter vnto Vlite, betauſe he durſte 
not deale in ſuch a waightye tale, withoute his will 
and pleaſure firſt knowne. Ot whom he recesued this 
anſwer ;that the matter pzopounded was ofgreat im- 
poztaunte and difficultie, and that it were not beſt in ſuch 
adoubtfull matter to gene raſhe credite to a ſubtyle per⸗ 
ſone;andone altogether eſtraunged from their Religion. 
Notwithſandinge, fo trye the truſt and faithfulneſſe cf 
the Carle, he was reſolved, that the matter might be beſt 
allaped, by deliuering vnto hym a (mall crewe of Soul- 


diours at the firſt: and it he ſped well and had god ſucteſle 
at the beginning, after ward moze ayde and greater pow? 


er might be ſent. Mucas although he were thꝛougblxe 
perſwaded by the Carles talke and motion, that althings 
would ſozt to god effect, vet durſt he not paſſe noꝛ goe be? 
yond the contents of his Commiſſiõ, pꝛeſcribed by vlite. 
Whercfozehbe delynercd bnto Iulyan, one of his Capi- 
taynes named Tarife Auenzarca with ahundzcd'Þozſs 
ment 400.foteme.Uho were all tranſpoꝛted in foure 
Obips, into a litle Ile lyinge in that Elbow of Sea that 
the Pꝛomontorie Calpe maketb, which Ile was after- 
ward or this Capitayne Tarife, called Gelriza Tarif.

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Unto this plate Iulyan called and by gentle meanes al- 
lured all bis friendes,and kinſtolkes, recomptinge vnto 
them from poynct to poynt the commodities and pleſures 
which by his labour, induſtrie and perilles the King had 
receaued, fo2 recompence whereof , he ſoꝛgat not to tell 
them the Kinges vng2atitude,and the ſpightfull diſhonoz 
done vnto hys houſe by the rauiſhing and deflow2yngof f 
his Daughter, telling them further, that the King did vn- 
iuftly vſurp that kingdome, whiche by rightfull ſuccelſſi⸗ 
on of inheritaunce belonged to the Sonnes of vitiza. Foz. 
which tauſes he deſired theirhelppnge handes in this ſo 
god and iuſt quarell to aſſiſte bym, tellyng them that᷑ the 
next verre he would come with a conuenient army to pers 
fozme aſmuch as he then ſpake. He ſo much perſwaded 
them with theſe and ſuch lyke wozdes, that they pꝛomp⸗ 
ſed hym when time ſhoulde ſerue their beſt ſeruice and 
fartheraunce:and there pon retourned home euery mam 
tohisowne houſe. Julian becauſe he would — a be⸗ 
ginning of his purpoſed warre, inuaded the Ile Gades li⸗ 
ing in the vfter part ol the ocean, nere to the narrow ſea, 
whiche Jle was alter warde named Alzira Dalfrada : 
which with S woꝛd and fire he ſpopled, carpinge the Jn- 
babitantes awaye with bym P2ziſoners, and after that 
ſhewed the lyke curteſte to Luſitania and Betica, and be⸗ 
eng laden with aboundaunte of ſpoyles and boties retur⸗ 

Mucas ſeeing this gd ſuccefſe and thinkyng it a begins 
ninge gadynongh , delynered vnto hym twelue- thow- 
ſande Saracenes beſide them befoze, vnder the conducte 
ol the ſame Tarife. ' With whome hee arrined at the 
fote of the Pꝛomontorie Calpe, which Pountapne' was 
thereof afterwardcalled Gabel Traife, which is as much 
to ſay as the Mount of Traif,andnow it is called Gibel, 
and ſetting his Bouldiers on land, toe by fozce the citie 
Carccia, which alter warde euen till our time was called 
Tarifa. K ij The 
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Che rumoar of this great tãmotion being ſpꝛed thꝛougb 
out all Spaine, the kinſfolkesof Carte Iulian gathering 
togother all the power that they were able, and feigning 
that they went fo repulſe this Saracenicall inuaſio, went 
ſtraigbt wayes thither and ioyned themſelues with him. 
And fo all their powers being linked in one, they waſted 
and haryed al the coaſt about the Riuer Betis now named 
Guadolouir , and commonly called Andaluſia oz of the 
Vandalcs, Vandaluſia. Roderike in the meane ſeaſon, 
with as much ſpeede as he toulde, gathered a very great 
Armie, andappointing his Coſen Germaine Ignicus to 
be Chienetaine thereof ,ſent him againſt his enempes. 
Who making many conflictes and ſkirmiſhes with them 
was at length with all his Armie diſcomfitedand ouer- 
thzowne, The Saracens hauing made great pyllage e de- 
ſolation in the Countrep, and laden with-foyſon of many 
boties, and carping a great muititude af Pʒiſoners with 
them returned into Africa: At which time, Vlite beyng 
in Alia, and making pꝛeparation to warre with Conſtan- 
tinople, dyed, after whom Zulciminie the Sonne of 
Abdimelik was made high Biſhop, during whoſe raigne 
the Saracens the ſeconde time beſieged Conſtantinople, 
Foz immediatly after his creation, he ſent Malſana with 
 anarmie by lande, and Aumar with: an other by Sea 
againſt Conſtantmople, and he himſelſe with a great po» 
wer folowed after. But this his ſtrong and terrible pur⸗ 
poſe was foꝛ a while deleated by Leo the Prætor of Ar- 
menia:who they ( ſeeking meanes to entrap and deteiue) 
were themſelues by bim entrapped and deceaued : fo2 he 
ſtapping the paſſages v tonuenient places thzough which 
they mult needes goe, hindered their reckening. 
+ Whileft theſe thinges were in doyng, Mucascom- 
ming out of Affrica, to tongratulate and doe his duetie to 
Zulciminie the nem yſhop,declaretb vnto him the tate 
ol thetr affaires in S paine: where vpon he being merve- 
pe | lous 
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lous deſirous to enlarge the limittes of his Empire, gaug 
him in tommaundement, to ſend” Tarife againe into that 
Pꝛouince with a mightier armie then any he had betoꝛe. 
Mucas therfoze returning into Affrica, the next vœre 
folowing tranſkreted witha buige armie into Spayne; 
keeping with bim as a pledge o hoſtage, Richila Cotitite 
of I'mgis,andcoſen to Lulianzwhonwhe valſe miſtruſted 
Which armie being onte landed on the ne rt toaſt, Rode- 
rike ſpeedely gathered the pawers or the Pꝛouintes niere 
about. And ſo with þ ayde vt i peapie df Gottalonia (now 
called Catalonia and in thode time Lacecani) the inhabi- 
tauntes ol Iberia now called: Harracbn io Aragon che 
Cantabrians bing at this dayin the Kingdonde or Na- 
uarre: and the people of Galla Gottica; wherein are the 
Cities Toloſa Nimes bnto the Ryuer Rhone, he (03 
dainly and vnloked foz,cncountred with them at the Ry- 
uer Bedalaces whiche of tholde. wꝛyters was called Be. 
tis niere to a towne talled xerez. Che Saracenes at 
that tyme had encamped them ſelues on ſhat ſihs ol the 
RByner wobere Andaluſia ſfundeth : and then ing wyth 
bys battaile on the other ſide, wherein the Kingoome of 
Caſtile is.

In this ſozt was king Roderike pumpoullp caried in hys 
hoꝛſelitter during the battailes foughten'in leuen daßpes 
ſpate. But᷑ on the eight day, ſeeing; things bzought to the 
laſt puſhe and fo ſtand vpõ fire and ſeuen, of oꝛ on, he him 
ſelfe "with others determined to fight it out valiantly: and 
therfoze moũted vpõ an excellent coura gious courſer, cal- 
led Orcll,andanimating his Souldiours with a molt ves 
bementand pithie Oꝛatton boldly gane the charge vppon 


his enemies. But when he ſaw the fronte of his battaile

Jn this battayle all tbe men of Armes and 1 — 0 5 
men of the Goches were llayne anditbe whole power of 
Spayne vtterlie onerthzowne. ' Of the Gothicalt Army 

flayne , the number was infinite, bat of the 
Saracenes onelp twenty thouſands : which bappened be- 
cauſe the factious rout of Iulian which bad al the Armour 
and defence of the Realme of Spayne tote parte with 
them. And the mulfytude of them was bery great : but 
they which fought on the Kinges ſide were in a manner 
all vnarmed and naked men. A few eſcaping by flygbt 
ranne whither foꝛtune lead them and ſaued themſelues. 
They which were comming out of fozreine pzouinces to 
apde the King, hearyng of this lamentable diſcomſtture, 
iopned ſpdes with them that were dled to Egicia,and env 
battapling themſeluetz againſte the Saracenes which fol- 
lowed the chaſe, and purſued the pwze banquiſhed fleets, 
ſet vpon them with a fierce recharge: ghting (ke eigrs 
Lyons robbed and bereft of their whelps)4manfullp dif 
comfited the vauntgard of their Enemies Armpe.

M bich p inhabitants 
of Puigum, a towne of Eneſa, hearing, wher ther was an 
other colledge of S. Baſill, left their homes 4fled;burying 
their great Bell e a certaine Marble Image in Þ churchs 
in hope one day of a returne. Whither the saracenes (ent 
people of their owne to inhabit vnder the conduct of cebos 
la: wberot the ſame towne Puigum was afterwarde cals 
led Cebole: who alſo builded another litle towne of tha 
ſame name.

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Ulſherevpon vet to this daye, in the chiefeſt Catbed: alt 
Churchof the Citie, the Rites and diuine ſeruite among 
them cetebzated, is Mozarabicall, that is to ſay, mingled 
with Arabian: which was allowed and confirmed by the 
Biſhops of that time actoꝛding to the oꝛder and inſtituti⸗ 
on of Saint Lcandre. 33 
After theſe victozies,the number of the Saracens dap⸗ 

iy encreaſedin Spaine, in ſo much that the Spanpardes 
then chaunged not onely their religion and maners , but 
cozrupted their language, and the names ol their Cyties, 
Townes, Miles, Ayuers and all other places were like 
wiſe altered. Albeit many of them fled into Fraunce, 
England; Italie and Grecia, to craue ayde of other Ch2i- 
ftian P2inces. Some others planted themſelues in that 
part ot the Pyrenees that lyeth out into Aſturia and rea- 
cheth within the Aquitanicall Ocean. And they whiche 
—— — — 
Jozelates and Paſtours,me deuout and holy. But 
recouerio and belpe of Spaine, ſpꝛang vp among þ Aſtu- 
tians. Which Countrey not only remayned ſafe and vn- 
demnifiedof that Barbarous Nation , but alſo was the 
firſt that ſtopped their lewde inuaſions,and there was the 
zuntient and natine language of Spayne conſerued. 
Which thing that it mayethe better ber vnderſtode by 
what meanes it happened, we muſt biicfely deſcribe the 
whole trade and ſituation ot the Pyrenees. M ſaid be» 
loze that Spayne was in fozme ofa Cherroneſe oz al- 
| moſtasaJſlande. enuironed with Sea on enery ſide, 

ſaupngonely in one place. The Nozthe parte whereof, 
iopneth to Frarmce by a narowe pozcion of lande that 
lyeth betweene two Deas, and the Pyrenee Pountaines 
lyingalong from the Sunne riſing in Winter, to the ſet- 
ting ol the ſame in Sdmer, enuiron it about lpke a wall. 
The bzedth of the Iſthmos 02 naro trench ol land lying 
betwene the two Deas, being one diſtant but a litle from 
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che other is about CClrr.Pyles. But the Pyrence moũ⸗ 
taines ſtretch in lengtha great way further. Foz when 
they come to the angle and as it were into a Baye of the 
Cantabrique Ocean, which lyeth on the Nozthe ſyde of 
Spayne, they ltretch out in length a great waye into the 
Equinoctiall Weſt : and keeping of the Sea Cantabri- 
cum from the Nozthe part of Spapne, ſtretcheth euen in⸗ 
to the plaine Ocean, that hemmeth in all the Weſt parte 
ol Spaine. That part ot theſe Mountaines that lpeth to⸗ 
ward Fraunce, is altogether barraine and vnfruitful:but 
that part which is nert Spayne, is full of trees, and well 
peopled wyth many townes and villages. Me will ther ⸗ 
fo:e beginne our deſcription of them, at the Ocean, where 
they iopne in Spayne to the region called Guipuzque, 
but in Fraunce they bozder vpon the confines of the Vaſ- 
conians, On the ſide of Spayne there is Stephans vallay, 
aboue the which are Beſaca and Guciutha, townes of the 
Vardulians,confinyng vpon the region of Nauarre & cons 
faineth Cantabria and Aſturia:then are there other ſmal⸗ 
ler hilles lying out from the Pyrenees, within which are 
tonteined Baſſe and Squa, which doe make the vallayes 
Rocida oz Ronus:on Fraunce ſide, nere to the confines of 
the Vaſconians, is Iean Pedeportesburie, a ſtrong x well 
fo2tefied place. Mere to the valley Rocida, parme which 
befoze wee fatked of, is from them let info the Ocean, 

oathing and extending to the mayne Sea thzough Galli- 
cia. oʒ the Gallecians & the Aſturians. But from the val⸗ 
lex of Rocida, Eaſtwarde, they make þ valley called Sa- 
lazar , wherein ſfandfth a towne called Ociogauia: then 
Ronceuall wherein is Ifaua:and the frontiers ofthe King 
domesof Tarraconenſis ¶ Nauarre which was once cal- 
ted Nagiera. ext Fraunce are 5̊ fownes of Bierne, Now 
foloweth the hill ol Camfrank : wherevntoin Fraunce is 
nere ioyning the countrey ol Perraner t Vrdos, in Spain 
Villa noua, an auncient & noble Citie, Iaca, Saint Chri-

| iinesburie,and Iean Pigniasburie: and in the ſame fra, 


ower is Mou nt Aragon. Hoſca, and fr6 them, the Oc- 
— cok 6. — now at this day called Sara- 
oza. Out of the Pount that lieth ouer Saint Chriſtines 
pꝛingeth the Ryner Aragon: and becauſe out of the moũ⸗ 
taines of Ronceuall there ſpzingeth another little Ryner 
of the ſame name, called the lelſe Aragon 02 Subordam, 
therefoze thys is called the greater Aragon: and the 
whole region iying betwerne them, was of them called 
Aragonia. There followeth in the Pyreneet a hill named 
Gauas, abutting on Fraunce ſyde,vppon Larount à coun» 
frey of the Bigorians, and on Spaynes ſyde, on the coun- 
frey of Tenia. Jn which Conntrey are the townes Sa- 
lent, Saint Helens, and Bieſca. Out of the hill Gauas, 
namedGallecus , whiche hauing bys 
valley Tema , falleth into Iber nere 
Saragoza. Chen is there nexte, the Cragge 
of Horca, the ſtiepeſ and rougheſt of them all,on 
on Fraunce ſyde confyneth the Countrey of Arne, and 


on that ſive towarde Spaine the ſame valley Tenia, then 


the Clines of Tarla,from whom ſp2ingeth the river Ara, 
which afterwarde runneth into the ryuer Cinca niere to 
the towne Iuza, baning on Spaines ſide the valleyes of 
Brote, and on Fraunce Voteia a balley of Guyenne. In 
the valley of Brote are theſe towns folowing: Torla, Bro- 
tum, Oto, Linares, Faulum, Breſle, Sarbiſe, Aierue, La- 
reſitalla, Scartinum and Giaſa. Then foloweth the trag⸗ 
gie mount of Bielſa, from which a part ot the Ryuer Cin- 
ca ſpꝛyngeth, and the valley of Bio: and belowe, in this 
lame very tract is the region Sobarbria: then in the Py- 
rences,the vale Giſtau, out of whoſe Villes ſpzingeth an

renees the valley Bonaſia, and the lange region of Ri- 
bagorge: wherein are Gabaleria, Grauſium, Benauarre, 
Peralt and Paniello. Chen are the Hilles at Caſtrum 
Leonis , bnder whome is the valley Aran oz Fiſcalia, 
which bath in it theſe townes : Biolla in Fiſcalia, Lardies 
Voraſtrium, Saint Iuſtus, Ligarre, Aretiza, Sciabierre, 
Saint Olalia, Acortum, Tricaſe, Abeſe, Planiell, Saint 
Foelix, Safon, Silues, Spierle, Aſcaſe, and beneath it, is 
the valley named Solana.

tonie, Galamij Fanum, Perapertuza, Eitor and Leo- 


eata, where theyz pꝛetinctes boundes end by the Me. 
diterrancan ea. An the end wherof, in Spain there ſtan⸗ 
deth Salſes a Caſtie impꝛegnable, hauyng win it a moſt 
plentifull fountaine: where in tymespaſte ſtoode the Ci- 
tie Gerunda oz Girona,t ouer againſt it, in Fraunce is 
Tẽplu Venerisnowcalled Capde Creux. Directly on þ 
other ſide in Gottalonia, other hilles do aunſ were vnto 
it, which max be called p lelle Pyrenees 02 W423 
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Mheſe beginning at the Mediterranean by a place called 
2 —— Pertuſe, where is Bellaguarda 
Darnilſium, Campredum and Canigum, a Pountayne 
famous by reaſonof many apparitions and deluſions of 
deuilles. Then to Saint Nuries the virgins: where 
the riuer Segre ſpꝛingeth, which runneth hard by Lerida, 
Iunos Hill, Pandiſium, Cadium, Vanſa, organa, by 
whom the riner Segre beynge nowe increaſed to a bigge 
ſtreame floweth, which in Gottalonia is called the Ship- 
water,and there agayne beginneth another Pountayne, 
which reacheth to the towne of Setcomelſe and Collaga- 
tiu m: where Nogera ariner of Pallareſia doth ende 
theſe Pountapnes, in which there be many Townes. 
Cbus marking well this deſcription, it bal eafly appeare 
what part of theſe Pountaines the Saracens had in their 
power,and what parte reſiſted them. Foz whereas we 
ſaydbefoze,that Mugnoces Pzince of Cerdania yelded 
hymſeile to the Saracenes:it is to be knownethat all the 
Region of Cerdania was in their ſubiection, which doth 
comp3zebend that parte of the Pyrenees next to the Medi- 
terrancan Sea, where Salſes now ſtandeth : as farre as 
the valley of Aran, and all Lampurdane, Puigcerdana, 
the Countrieof Rocilion and Pallaſe. But pet, fozaſ- 
much as all that Coaſt and region is very rougb, buſhye, 
and unpleaſaunt, many Chziſtians remaynedin theſe 
Billes and Moddes, many times making roades and in⸗ 
curſions into the Townes to purueighj and get victuales, 
and alwayes infeſting the Saracenes when they couldeſ- 
pve anyvauntage oz opoꝛtunptie.

This02ationſank ſodcpely into their bꝛaines that 
beyng perſwaded with the pithe loste therof (foz Pelagi- 
us was vehement and verye earneſte in his matter, and 
foz his wiſedome and ſand tie of lyfe highlie eſttemed a- 
mong thoſe people) they returned euer man to his home 
and callyng their neighbours together, tolde vnto them 
the cauſes of their retourne:to wytte, bow that Pclagius

led long among them,myzaculouſiye delyueredout of te

ob pꝛeparatiõ was made againlt hin, e ſœing himlelfe not 
i | of equall power to repulſe fo great a multitude, entred w 
a ew ot his companie (butof the valiaunteſt among his 
whole bande) into a certain Denne within p Pount An⸗ 
ſeua, appointing the reſt to deſend ſᷣ narow paſſages and 
Streight wayes. Whither whe p Saracens were come, 
Opaſius wet about w many gloſing termes to perſuade 
them that kepte the Streies, to pelde them ſelues vn⸗ 
to the Moores, but when be ſaw his labour was all in 
vaine, there beganne a cruell and a bloudie bickering. 
The Saracenes ſhotte ſo many Arrowes and Dartes in- 
to the denne, that they ſeemed to rapne from Meauen 
as faſte as dꝛoppes of water in a ſtoꝛmie ſhower, and to 
light among them as thicke as Maileſtones. But God 4 uuracte 
myzaculouſly making their dartes to redutte againſt the „ Godin 


ſame perſons that ſhotte them, there were fo manp ol deituering 6 


them either flaine oz wounded that they were fozced to Chziltians, 
recule and geue back. Then the Chziſtians vndoubtevly 
knowing 5 God was with them # fought foz the, viæl- 
ded moſt hartie thankes vp6 their knees vnto his diuine 
PMaieſtie, ᷣ it had pleaſed him, thus to relieue e viſit his 
pooze afflicted people: which done, they boldly iſſued out, F4 
btterly repulſed all þ reũdue. There were llaine of p Sa- 
racens in this coflict about.xx. . e of the Chꝛiſtiàãs very 
lew oz none at all:foz wziters make no mention thereof. 
Thoſe Saracens which eſcaped from the battaile, ſled info 
9 top of the hill: which by diuine miracle being ſhaken w 
a terrible earthquake, andfalling downe into the Riuer | 
— 3 ofthe ſame hill, they were f 
caſt awaye and periſhed. Opaſius and Mugnuza Traitours 
two Archtraitours, as they were fling { foz they went canoe pꝛoc⸗ 
not vp with their felowes vnto the hill) were taken: and per long. 
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Mugmuza inaplace called Olaglias was ffraightwayeg 
by the Aſturians put to death, and the Citie Gigion vtter⸗ 
ly rupnated to the perpetuall ignominie and ſhamefull 
repꝛoche of the ſaid Mugnuza Paince therof. What was 
done with Opaſius, Authoꝛs make no mention. 

— When Mucas heard hereof, ſuſpecting that Iulian 4 0. 
thers of the ſame conſpiracie, were pꝛiuie to the counſells 


dl Pelagius , he ſtraightwapes commaunded Julian and 


Sifibertus and Ebaſius the ſonnes of king Vitizato be put 
to death, and thus in the ende they reteiued a iuſt reward 
of their treaſon. Which example ſo terreſied man of Iu- 
lians retinue and faction , that they renolted from Mucas

on that part he laid battrie. Zulciminie the chiefe Biſhop, 
laye befoe the citie on the Sea with a nauie of thze thous 
ſand Saple, as many do aſfirme. Foz the citie Conſtam

nature as Arte moſt ſtrong and impꝛegnable, ſtandeth at 
the mouthof the Thracian Sea Boſphorus, (where Alia 
and Europa do almolt ioyne — — 
one ſmall ſtreit Sea to part them) by which it is emptyed 
t hath iſſue into p Sea Propontis: where there ftretcheth 
out à little Cape oz elbow of Sea full of wyndings e tur- 
nings in, as though they were Yauens. Foz which cauſe

Tbus in this plot of ground beyng aper- 
fect Ile on all ſides ſauing one, is ſituate the noble Citie 
of Conſtantinople, onte called Bzantium, ouer againſte 
whom, on the other ſhoze ſide of the Streia, ſtandeth the 
towne Pera, once called Galata, whichaiſo maketh pꝛomõ- 

tozies into þ Yozned Bay. And in Aſia there is directly os 
ner — — Citie Chalcedon. The entries of this

From thence making many 
roades into the country adioigning,be lamentably-diſtre(- 
ſed the lame, and thzeatning vtter ſubuerſion to the Citie 
laide battrye and ſiege to it with Pynes,Baltiles and all 
kinde of Engynes that might any way further his pꝛe⸗ 
tence. On thother ſide, Zulciminie with his Nanye on 
the Sea enuironed the whole Citie, on that ſide towarde 
Propontis and Boſphorusfrom the narowe lande to the 
P2omontozye Metopicle, inſomurhe that to them that 
lokedout of the Citic — ropontis and Boſphorus 
ſeemedall oner to be couered with ſwoddelyke a Fozeft. 
| Deflept no moze in his buſineſſe then Malſamas dyd:but 
with ſea ſkalyng ladders and ſuch Gannes as then were 
in vie,afſaulted thecitie and molt florcely ſhake it.

But i br pars ape were ſo vigilaunt and ſo 
withal,that all their attemptes and deuoyzes were 


pram, they hong to win ir purpoſe by long legs 
and tract of time. But Zulciminie in Þ meane ſeaſon die 
in his owne Campe, whereby there aroſe a — 
mult among the Saracenes foz the choſinge of anew byi⸗ 
ſhop; and foz that cauſe the ſiege was fo2 a time intermit- 
ted. At length Aumar the ſonne of Abdimazid was cre- 
ated Byſhoppe in the dead mans place, in the ye&re 721, 
Che wynter was then ſo extreemly colde, that all the ri- 
ners were hard froſen ouer with yce. And alſo they had 
victuall dayly bzought into their Campe out of Egipe, yet 
becauſe the number of the men and Beaſtes was excee- 
dyng great and fhe winterertreamely colde,agreat ſozte 
of them dyed, ſome with colde, ſome foz famyne and ſome 
of diſeaſes, i a great rablement of them thinking to get 
ſome boty abzoad,yſſued out of their owne Campes and 
_ 9 into the inne 
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they were ot the Bulgarians intountred withall, and in 
— —— At 
which time, there were ( as ſome affirme)of them llaine 
xxx.thouſand. Leo the @mperocur alſo was with them to 
bzing,by anartificiall deniſe offirewozks, wꝛought by a 
5 Syracuſe afogetime did. By 
of which Glaſſe he ſet on fire the ficete of the Sa- 

denne them tht ew of ther eſcaped vn⸗ 
re tant ol the Greekes, 
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ſumed the molt part of the Saracenes Ships with fire, he 
durſte not aduenture any further, but ſtayed vpon the 
coaſtes of Bithy nia, robbyng and makinge ſpoyle of ths 
Country round about: In which place he had but a colde 
welcome geruen bym by the Romane Legions beynge 
there in Garriſons, who ſetting fiercely vpon hym, kyl 
led many of his people and ſo ſkarred Þ reſivne that they 
were gladto retire. Yet neuertheles the tecreſtrial army 
bnder the conduc of Malſamas, deſiſted not their Siege Lothſome 
befoze the Citie, and yet they were ſo ſoꝛe pinched with (aupne a⸗ 
famine and hungre,that they were faxne tocate the dead monge Sarz. 
Carton of any maner of \Beaſte : yea they eat d2ped 02- ccace 
dure and dung, and are repoꝛted alfo, to be ſo nere dzinen 
that fo2 very nede they eate their owne fellowes fleſhe 
being dead, ſuch an extteding deſire had they fo conquere 
that Jmperiall Seate and Citie ropall of all the Romane 
Empire oztentall. '- 

Conſtancinoplein the meane ſeaſon cſcaped not fre, 
but was plagued with as great mozfalytie an other way. — in 
Foz the peſtilentiall plague conſumed wel nere. CCC. ar 
thouſand perſons. When tydinges of theſe ſo great andſo * 
many ouerthꝛowes and infoztunate calamyfies: was 

 bzought to Aumar, he was therewith ſo diſmayd that ha 
immediatly addꝛeſſed his letters to Malſamas, with tom: 
maundement f#2thwith vpon the receipt thereof to re- 
tourne home with all his Army left aliue _— 
Malſamas ſhipped his Souldiours and departed. But 
there ſodenlve aroſe ſuch a vehement tempeſt and bopſ- ipwreck 
terons wynd, that all their Shippes( ſauing onely tenne) 
periſhed in the Sea, whereof fine were taken by the Ro- 
manes, the reſidue retourned home to bzinge newes of 
this their heauychaunce # myſfoztane, But-Abdeluzite 
the Nephieu ol Mucas, whome Mucas at his dopatture 
out of Spaine appointed his Deputie, marving v ene 
Egilona late wife of Rodericke, byl her counſell pꝛoclav⸗ 
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a king ol Syuyle. Whereat the Saracenes 
—— echafyng,kylled both him and his wife, 
and in bis rome ſubſtituted an other ol Mucas his kinſ- 
men named Aiub, tyll ſuch time às their high Bylſhoppe 
ſhould take oꝛder foztendinge ſome other. This Amb res 
payred and reedified the Citie Bilbilis (wherein the no- 
ble Poet Martiall was long befoze boane ) ruinated and 
much defaced vurying thoſe warres,andmany other Ci- 
ties in Spaigne: and named it by his owne name Cala? 
taiub, which is now called Calataud. But he coulde not 
perſourme his purpoſe ſo fullye aboute the reſt, becauſe 
there was diners in ſandzye partes ofSpaine, whiche 
(vlurpyng the Ringdome) were obſtacles in his waye. 
Foz whereas Corduba was the head Citie and Seats 
royall of all Spayne, and the Captainſhippes oz gouer- 
naunce of al the other Cities andP2ouinces were diſtri⸗ 
buted and beſtowed vpon thenoble men ofthe Countrep, 
tuery one imitating the fac of Abdeluzire, called them- 
ſelnes Ringes ol thoſe places where their aucozitieand 
Juriſdiction laye. Whereby Spayne was deuided into 
many Kfngdomes,as the Kingdome of Syuyle,Granado 
Guen, Murtia. Denia, Sciatiua (whiche was once called 
Setaba) Valencia, Tortofa,Lerida,Fraga,Saragoza and 
mani otber les plates not of ſo great fame as theſe. which 
Kinges lo long as they agredamong themſetnes, often- 
times afflicted Chꝛiſtendome with great onerthzowes 
andoppzeſſtons: but after that they tell at diſcozvand in 
teſtine variannte among themlelues,they gave occaſion 

to the" Chziſtians to recouer Spaine againe into their 
owne rightfull poſſeſſion. Ubich thing was firſt attemp⸗ 
ted(as befoze we bane ſhewed)by Pelagius, who vſinge 
his ——— — and myꝛatles to his beſf 
commoditic,and happelye takyng occaſion by this tiſen- 
tin an dilcozde of his Enemies amonge-themſelues, 
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wanne agayne many cities and deliuered ſundzy townes 


out ol the miſerable thzaldome of their typrannie. Mith 


bym did Alphonſus the ſonne of Peter Duke ol Calabria 
iopne and take parte, being deſcended of the ancient line 
of Richared King of Gothes, vnto whome Pelagius gaue 
bis Daughter Oriſmunda in mariage : and they two at 
e many notable vicozies ouer the Piſcreaunte 
OOres. | $73 | | 
In the Caft,after the diſceaſe of Aumar the Caliph, 
Gizide the Sonne of Abdimelik ſucceeded and was in 
ſcalled in the pontificate in the yeece of our Loꝛde 722. An 
whole raigne, there ſtepped vp an other Caliph and Gi- 
zid in Perſia, whoſe name was Moalabs. Againſt whom 
was ſent with a great army Maſabnak, who vanquiſh- 
ed hym in battayle and ſubdued all Perſia ; and thus Gi- 
zid the ſonne of Abdimelick, was the onely.Caliphof 
all the Saracenes, who raigned thꝛer yeres and then died. 
After whom, his Sonne Euclide was created Caliph, 
who entred the Romane Pzouinces in Aſia and Eno 
pa with a huge power: but within a ſhozt while, without 
perpetrating any notable exployte wozthy ot remems 
bꝛaunce, be gaue bymlelfe altogether to ydlencfſe, lionth 
and voluptuouſneſſe. Notwithſtanding, in the ſecande 
vtere ol his Empire he ſent Malſ amas with an Poalt a⸗ 
ne into Cappadocia, who take the Citie Cæſarea and 
uelite he ſent by an other way into Thracia, who has: 
uing waſted and ſpoyled it, retournedinfo Syria. 
About this time niere the Sea coaſtes of the leffe A- 
ſia, the earth in the bottom of the ſea burned, in ſuch ſozt, 
that at tbe firſt there appeared nothynge but ſmoke, but 
within awhile after ſuch incredible ſtoꝛe of beat burning 
umiſe ſtones (as though they had bene litle hilles inthe 
ea) lwam aboue water, that with the ſame Pumyſes, 
al the ſhoaresoflefle Aſia, Leſbos, Abydos and Macedos 
nia were full, and g Sea it ſelf ſemed all couered ouer,e a 
1.5 Dit certains 
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tertaine Alland at that time appeared and was diſcous⸗ 
red niere the holy Ille. After this, Euelide ſent one Mua- 
uias and Amer with an Yoaſte of. 90000. Saracencs 
fo belege Nicæa a Citie of Bithynia: which being moſt 
ſayled, the Chziſtians moſt valiauntly defending, and 
beating them alwayes back with great ſlangbter and ef- 
fuſion of bloude, at length they raiſed their Siege and re- 
turned home without any harme doing, ſauing 5 in their 
retourne they tooke a little Towne called Ateum. Aſter⸗ 
ward p Pꝛinte of Gazaria, ſonne to Cagan king of Bul- 
garia, warred bpon the Saracens in the bozdersof Arme 
niatand(Gradack the Paetoz of Armenia & Media a Sas 
racene bozne, being in battaile banquiſhed andflaine,)bs 
bought thole two P2ouinces againe vnder the ſubiect- 
tirol the Romane Empire. And in the yeere. 730. Malſa- 
mas' with a huige power entred into the Streightes ol 
Caucaſus , and gaue battayle vnto the Turkes ( who at 
thole dayes were called the Hunnes Teutazites which is 
tofale,Gemeile)aflerce $ terrible people dwelling within 
thoſe Poutttayties./ This blonddy batfaile continued a 
whole day, and many flaine on both fives, till night came 
and bzake of their fight, vntertaine as yet to whether ſide 
the victozie woulde incline. But Malſamas retired into 
Armenia,foz he had now concluded a peace with þ ſonne 
ofKing Cagan. = e e 5 

During all this while, Pelagius hauing god ſacceffe 
in his Spaniſbe affaires againſt the Saracenes, the T ar- 
raconians liutng inthe monntaines, by the example of 
the Aſturians created Garcias Scimenecius thcir Kingin 
the-denne of Ican Pignia, called Panouio. And within a. 
while atter Pelagius when he had raigned. xiiij. yeres 
bred, in the pere ol our Lo2d.732.After whom his ſonns 
Fila ſuctteded, wöo in the ſet dõd pere of his raigne was 
in a wodde deuanred of wilde Beares, jeauing no thilo 
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behind bim. Theſe kings appointed the chiefe Citie of 
their Kingdome at Legio which is now called Leon, and Ahe Armes 
bare in their Coate — Lyon purple in a Shielde _ _ 
Argent. Not becauſe ofthe name of the citie where their Lyon. 
Seate royall was, whiche bath bis name not of a Lyon 
tofa Legion of Souldiours whiche Cocceius Nerua 
there:but becanſe they fought ſo couragioufly and 
eigrely foz the ſauegard and libertie of their countrep,as 
though tbey had beene molt fierce Lyons . In the raigne 
ol this Fafila, the Saracenes paſſed into Fraunce by that 
part of the Pyrenees that was in their poſſeſſion by the 
Mediterranean Sea. Fraunce was then poſſeſſed of the 
Frankes a people of Germanie, who about 4-00. peres 
after the incarnation,departing out oftheir natine Coun⸗ 
trey to ſerke ſome other place where to theſelves, 
had that part of bigh Bourgoyne next to Germanie geuen 
vnto them to — by £tius a Romane Senatour 
who then was 32:eto2 of theP3ouince of Gaule, becauſe 
be would haue ſame ſtrong garriſon and defence againſt 
the Hunnes(who were then ifſqed in great plumpes out 
of their owne Countrep, and vnder the conduct of Attila, 
ſpoyled and waſfev Europa) if they ſheulde fo tune is in⸗ 
uade Gaule, which Realine is yet ol their name called: 5 
Fraunce. Foz the Frankes were the warlikeft e ſtouteſt o Ty 
people in all Germanie,inhabiting (as I thinke) that re- ,,,u> 
gion o2 potion thereof which is vet called Franconiany: 
Frankland: who afterward by little and little enlarging 
their dition, obtained at tength the regiment and Empire 
of all Fraunce, in ſo muche that the name of the Frankes 
extended very farre. But when the Franke oz Frenche 
Kings addicted themſelues fo an ydle and voluptuons life 
and degeneratedfrom the ſoꝛmer ſfontnes and'valiannce 
of their P2ogenitours, not executing the adminiſtration 
of their affaires in their owne pꝛoper perſons but explop⸗ 
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maiſters of their Houſhold, Pipine the firſt ol that name } 
Donne ol Arnolph Duke of Bauaria firſt attained this 
honour and dignitie by ſubduing and getting the vpper- 
hand of þ Lieutenaũts and Captaines cf the kings ꝛo· 
ninces, who ſing the Ring to bee a weake and vnwar⸗ 
like man, tyꝛannicaliy ruled the Countrey actoꝛding to 

their own ſenſual luſtes e fo2 their pꝛiuate commodities. 
Then in the raigne ol Theodoricus the ſecond, the ex⸗ 
tellent dexteritie and woztby vertue of Charles Martel- 
lus ſecond Sonne to this Pipine was in that office very 
conſpicuous and renoumed thꝛougbout all the lande of 
Fraunce, in ſo much that he was accompted and taken as 
the Pꝛince of ov gar py At the ſame time, was King 
of Aquitanie(fthe called Gallia Gottica) one Eudo a Go- 
thian Wenne, bam king Roder made ruler of 5 Pꝛo⸗ 

unince, but hear ing ol Þ difcomfiture of h King bis Liege 
Loꝛd, he made himſelfe king thereof, This Eudo wbyle 
Charles Martellus was buſied w other warres in Ger- 
manie, began to ſurmiſe certaine quarelles, which bzake 
aut into open warre with the French Capicaines ol the 
places nere. apiopning ta tbe limites at bis Merrito- 
ries, wham (going about to delend their titles e rigbtes) 
beaffliged with many ouerthꝛolves. hertoꝛe Martel- 
ESD —— and warred Ds him. 
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the matter and bearing himſelfe toute by reaſon of the 
aide and ſuctour, which they ſent to him, be inferredmuch 
harme to the Franke ation. But when he perceaued, 
that the Saracens foztified with their owne garriſons, and 
kept to their owne vſes, al ſuch Cities 4 townes as they 
entred into, be bega when it was to late to beſhzew bim; 
ſelle and wiſhe that he had neuer attempted any ſuch en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe. Foz theꝝ kept Nimes, Mountpelier, $ Auinion 
with all the places thereabout in their owne poſſeſſion. 
: Wherevpon Eudo gathering all his power together to 
 p2ofligate anddziuethem out, gane vato them battayle, 
wherin he wasdiſcomfited.Mugnoces by whole meanes 
and pꝛoturement the league and amitie was concluded, 
greatly complaynedof the iniurious dealing of Eudo in 
Calſefying bis faith s infringing his pzomile accozdingly 
as be had vndertakẽ foz him. Whervps Abderama king 
ol Gottalonia marching with an hoaſt againſt him, beſie⸗ 
ged him in p Caſtle of Cerdania: out wherof, Mugnoces 
foz ſcartitie of water eſcaping, fleeing into thickets and 
billiſh plates, fell into þ hands of another tõpanꝝ of Sara- 
cens, who fake him pꝛiſoner a beaſtly New bim and ſent 
his head t his wiues p daughter of Eudo)to Abderama: 
aàͤnd thus all þ traitours of their Countrey within ſhozfe 
2 to a miſerable end and confuſion. Then Ab. 
erama hauing diſpatched and ridde out of Þ way all ene- 
mies$ were tobe fearcdonhis back, returned into Frai- 
ce, paſſed the riuer of Rhone, and deſtroyedmany places 
5 belonged to the Chziſtians : and made ſuch a laughter 
at Arle, that a heape then made of the bones of the deave 
carkaſſes remaineth there yet to this day ina place called 
Alies Campi. The went he with his army againſt Eudo 
who began again togather moze ſtrength e make anew 
tommotiõ. He beſieged Toloſe the chiefe Citie of Gallia pruner in⸗ 
Gottica: in which ſiege, (foz that the citie was very well uaded by 
rampyered and foztified with Ditches e walles, and _ Saraccas. 
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well ſfozed with Engins and munitions of war and ſvith 
all ſozts of weapons beſide a conuenient Garriſon of ſouls 
diours with all other thinges neceflarye thee planted 
foz defence) the Saracenes reteiued greatlofle ard were 
well payde home, eſpecially by meanes of certayne En⸗ 
grns, deuiſed by ſkylfull arte of ingenious . Architeaes 
and by diuers other Stratagemes of warlyke pollicie. 
Notwithſtanding ,Burdeaux was then taken and ſac- 
ked ol the Saraccnes, and all the Jnhabitauntes therein 
Burdeaux ta poth man woman and childe vnmercifully layne and 
ano eg manquelled, and the Temples razed and laide euen with 
Tires and the ground. Thence by the confines of Perigot beyonde 
Townes, the ryuer Geronde, they made inroades into the Cotn- 
try of xantongue and deſtrored Angoliſine and Blaye: 
From thence thzough Limoſin and Poytiers they ruſſhed 
into the Countrey of Tours, Where they ſpoyled the 
Churche of Saint Martine, wherein was great foyſon 
and plenty of gyftes and offeringes that had bene geuen 
and bequeathed vnto it, and afterward ſet it on fire. 
Eudo being ſoꝛe afflicted with theſe vnmanerlp dea 
lyngs, and dꝛiuen to great extremytie by the Saracenes, 
entred into league with Martellus, and they two (with 
both their powers ioyned in one) gaue battayle vnto Ab- 
derama befoze the Citie of Tours, wherein they diſcom- 
fitedbym and all his hoſt. In this battayle there were 
dane CCC. lxrvthouſand Saracenes,andof the French 
no moe but .xb C. And il the night had not come vppon 
them ere the battayle was fully ended, the whole route 
of the Saracenes had bene at that time vtterly deſtroyed. 
Foz Abderamain the night ſeaſon, perteiuinge how the 
game went, and what a moꝛtall oueithzowhe had recei- 
ned, dad no luſt tofarye and expect the hazardof thenert 
days: but trudged as faſt as he could, by long iourneyes, 
with thole e we of bis companye that were left and bable 
to folow him, to the Pyrenees, entendinge from thence to 
retourne 
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refourne info Spaine, leauing behinde hym in his Tents 
all his carriage and ſtuffe fo2 a pꝛape to his Cnemics, 
But the Nauarrians hauyng ſtopped the ſtreight paſſages 
where their tourney laye,killedthem euery one. The 
next day aſſone as the Sonne was vp, Martellus in god 

oꝛder marſhalled his army and take the Feld, awaiting 


the commpng ok his enemies. But when he perfealpe 


vnder ſtode that they were fled, his Souldiours fell to the 
ſpoyle, which they found in the Saracenes Campe molt a 
boundant and plentifull, 
. After the death of Eudo, Marcellus added that parte of 


Eudo his Ringdoine, to his Emnpyze- Fo2 which cauſe 


Hunold and V aifar the ſonnes of Eudo, incenſinge that 
part of Gaule called Narbonenſis Prouincia (containing 
the Countrys of Sauoye, Dolphinie, Prouance and Lan- 
guedock)totake parte with them, renewed the warre a⸗ 
freſh with Marcellus. And paſlinge oner the riuer of 
Rhone, with moſt barbarns cruelty deſtroyed, burnt and 
killed man and beaſf, makynge hauock of all Townes, 
Uillages,q Feelds 5̊ was in their way,{without ſparing 
either age 02 Sexe. The chiefburnt of which lamentable 
ſtoꝛme and furious immanitie, that part of the Allobro- 


ges (now called Dolphinie)ſpecially felt,befoze Martel- 


Jus could pꝛouide 02 pꝛepare ſufficient power to goagainſt 
them. But when he was come, Viſigot 

ſo made, and concluding a league with 

aduiſedly and warely then Eudo befoze had done, that is 


to wit, by geuing and reggiuing hoſtages on both 2 


he eſtſones pꝛotured them to come agayne into Fraunce: 


who now not with an Hoſt of bolde c tymo2ous, warlike 
and vnwarlyke, armed and naked perſones, one ming- 
fed with an other as befoze, but with army of luſtye Ser⸗ 
nitoꝛs and picked Souldiours thꝛoughly tryed by Sea 
and Land, well appointed and ir" with — 
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all thinges netellary fo2 ſuch an enterpꝛiſe wherfoze was 

cheife Captaine one Atme, entted into the Pꝛouinte. 

And taking Auignion by treaſon of Maurice Capitayne 

thereof, they appoynted that Citie and Narbon to be the 

pꝛincipall holdes and foztrefles of their martiall p2ocee- 

dings. Whom as they were boldly ſwarming e ſtraping 
abzoad $ Country,as men fearing no daunger, Childe- 

brand ( ſent fo2 that purpoſe by Martellus with a great 

power againſt them)immediatly at his firſte commynge 

compelled to kepe within the walles of Auignion. 

Auignion is a Citie ſtandinge by the riuer Rhone, and 

was at that time ſtronglye walled, and well foztyfied 

with many Bulwarkes, Caſtles and Pyles, inſomuche 

that Atine valyauntly andpolytiquely defendinge it, (as 

he was a man both couragious and ſtout and alſo Ikilfull 

in the arte of Chenalrye) thought it to be inexpugnable 

and nat able tobe wonne. Foz he had placed his Garri- 

toge- ſons on euere ſide wbere he thought moſt expedient, 


Ther, Atine and had planted the walles, Bulwarks and Caſtles full 
the earacen of weapons, Dartes and Engins to thzowe ſtones into 
and Martel- the thzong of his Enemyes, beſide wyld fire and matches 


jus $ Frech. tg kindle Toꝛches and bꝛands tocalt in their faces when 


ſo euer they ſhould aſſay to enter. He had alſo manned the 
ſame w hardy Soulviours, + ſaw ſure watch e warde to 
e Gates, neither lackyng ftoare of victuall 

ing eis the foz the defence therof was needfull 

Euerp Capitayne,Centurion and deturi- 

on bad their places and offices appoynted bnto them ac- 
toꝛdingly. He himſelle in perſon went about and viewed | 
the watches,foz feare leaſt any thing by negligence oz o⸗ 
uerſight of his officers were amiſle, a man that toulde 
well away withlaboure, watching and bunger, and ſuch 

a one as kept his ſouldiours in due oꝛder and dutie by bis 
owne example, ratber then foz feare of puniſhmentf,any- 
mateng and encouraging them to valyaunt enterpziſes, 

. and 
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and martiall aduenfures.Childebrand lodging bis camp 
neerer to the citie, gaue alault therebnto: whom Atine 
not onely repulſed but alſo enfoꝛced ta diſcampe t remoue 
his Armpe furder of. 

But when Marcellus with bis retinue and fraine was 
cone & both the holts iopned in one, after he had ſurueied 
and taken bie w of y ſituation and ſtrength of the citie and 
thzoughly vnderſtod of p valiaunt courage of p defenders 
within, he ſpeedely c with vndaunted courage ſetting fozs 
ward his matters, not only dꝛaue the as they iſſued out of 
the towne within the walles againe, but alſo wan to the 
place where his army had befoze pight, ᷑ there ſtronglye 
encamped he himſelfe. Foz Martellus being a man ſingu⸗ 

Aerly wel ſkilled in warlike affaires, had vnder him in his 
army ſuch capitaines and ſouldiours as had bene in many 
bloudy battailes erperienced t in ſund2y warres buder 
bim pzaciſed:furthermoze very pzeciſe obſernersof mars 
tiall diſcipline wherin hehimſelf bad trained e inftruced 

them. Mho whether p Army were to be lodged and em⸗ 
batfailed oz Þ camp to be remoued, oꝛthemſelues to be ras 
ked e ſet in array redy foz y fight, ũnewe every man bys 
office, place 6 ſeruice only w a beck o2 a ſigne geuen them 
by their Generall. When their camp ſhould be foztified 
fo2 feare of being ſodenly ſurpꝛiſed b 1 ren 56 —— 
atly a man ſhould haue ſene ſome, 
in peruſing a ſurueiyng þ place * [“ 
ned, ſome to ſc ſouldiours in god oꝛder, ſome to entrench 

the camp, ſome to pitch their tentes, ſome to place h watch 
and aſſigne them their ſtandinges, ſome redy marſhalled 
without the Trench ready to repulſe the Cnemy if be 
ſhoulde make any ſodaine irruption vpon the labourers. 
Ak caſe ſtove, foz the Campe to be remoued, every man 
ſemblablpe knewe his office and dutye. If they mar- 
ched out to fight, enery one knewe at his Fingers ende, 
where and in what wary place hee ws 
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Fands ſo that the fozme and faſhion were folde them by 
their Chienetane,how he would haue the battayle o:ve- 
red and appointed, and loke where they ſtode and ſet 
their fate in the ſigbt, there would they rather haue dyed 
then to haue left it oꝛ ſh2onke one fte backe, ſo deſirous 
were they to wynne pꝛaiſe and glozie. It they ſhould be⸗ 
ſiege any towne, ſome bꝛought the ſcaling ladders, ſome 
Turrettes, ſome Baſtples and clymling bzidges ſur⸗ 
mornting the height ol the Towne walles, ſtriuing who 
ſhould firſt goe vp and mount vpon the walles. When 
they had got the Towne, they neuer bꝛake their aray fo: 
any pyllage oꝛ ſpople,noz foz any greedines of bootie and 
pꝛaie, they neuer ceaſſedto occupie their blades and lay 
about them with their falchions, till they had thzoughly 
- onercome all ſuch of their enemyes as would not deliuer 
* With ſuchagodly trained hoſt, Martellus aduauncing 
bis Standard and appꝛoching his enemies, while the an- 
ger ol his Donldiours was hoate and the courage of their 
mindes yet ſreſhe e vnappaulled, as one that well knew 
the nature of his Countreymen, who at the firſt bzuntas 
long as an iniurie is freſh in memozie and their mindes 
with venturous anymoſitie andhope of victozie, gogled 
ate moſt fierce and hardie: but within a ſhozte while if 
the warre continue any thing long, their fozmer hoat fo2- 

ill beftraightwaypes abated and fourned into 

luch keye colde quietnes that whereas afoze they ſeemed 
_ Lyons, then woulde they bee as merke and fractable as

their tacklings, noꝛ abide vpõ the walles. This Turret 
had a bꝛidge which w mts 1d in it, might both be 
boiled bp on high e let downe low, vp into the which none 
could aſcend » ſtode on the groũd. This Engine was co⸗ 
uered all ouer with raw Oxe hides e leather, that no fire 
could do it hurt. This being w ſtrength ol mẽ ſet hard by 
the walles(foz it went bpd whales) $ Bꝛidge was ſet to 
the top of $ walles,and ſo within a little while, the wall 
was ful on p ſide with French ſouldiours. The! the bicke- 
ring being ſo ſoʒe e terrible on both parts, $ it was barde 
to decerne who ſhuld haue tbe victozie,at length fine foꝛce 
and puiſſaunt mahod of the Frankes got the better e pze- — 
nailed, who making a great ſhouf, wet thzoughſtitch with 
their enterpꝛile, ſome aſcẽding E mounting vpõ $ walles 
by ladders, which couered e ſaued themſelues fro harme 
by holding their Targets cloſe oner their heades, till they 
were coffe vp, killing oz els thzowing downe the delen⸗ 
daũts, that reſiſted. The reſt being without all hope of re- 
medie a victozie,pzinely ſhifted euerꝝ man foz himleclfe, 
Atine w the bead men e chief officers of his cõpanp, em⸗ 
barked theſelues in Shippes readie inthe ryuer Rhone 
nne 
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Many of them were llaine in the chaſe, many cruſhed to 
death with fallyng one vppon an other, and many ſwim⸗ 
myng after the Shippes that were now departynge and 
goynge awaye, were dzowned and ouerwhelmed with 
ſourges. Atine with his Shippes takyng the ſea, made 
bis courſe directly to Narbon, a wealthy Citie and well 
foztified, ſtandyng very commodiouſlie to roceiue into it 
ade from the Sea, wherein was planted an other Ga- 
riſon of Saracenes, Whereof hearynge Martellus went 
alſo to oppugne and beſiege it. So that now there was no 
lefſe bickering e contention on both parties foz the oppug · 
nation and pꝛopugnation of Narbon : the one ſide mea- 
nyng fo win the citie,the other not intendyng ſo toloſe it. 
At whiche time Amorreus , an other SaracenKinge 
bzingonge a bande ofnewe ayde to ſacconr the beſieged 

arbonians, was encountred by Martellus, at the ryuer 
Ulliberis,Where betwene them was fought a ſharp and 
\bloudy battaple : but in the end the victozye fell to Mar- 
tellus, and Amorreus valiantly fightpng in the vawarde 
was ſlayne with all his company, inſomuch that not one 


woas lelt aliue to carye anynewes home of their vniuer⸗ 


ſall miſhappe and calamptie. When Atine vnderſtode 
ofthis diſcomfiture, he and as many as were with hym 
at Narbon ſhipped themſelues and departed out of the 
French P2onince and Countrey.” 

At this time, when the Moores were thus d;y- 
nen out of all Aquitanie, nyne of the chiefe Peres of 
Martellus his Hoſt, valyaunt men and hardye, warred 
vpon the Saracenes in Gotalonia: and Martellus dyed in 
whole rome his ſecond Don Pipine ſucceeded. In the 
'oztent Malſamas ſpoylyng and depopulating þ boꝛders of 
Thracia (which now is called Romania) take a ſtronge 
Towne ol Cappadocia named Curſianum. From thence 
making an other viage with an Army vnto the Streias 
of Caucaſus, found the ſame ſo weldefended and foztified 


by 
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by the Vnnes a2 Turkes, that not daring to meddle with 
them, he rety2ed back agayne. And two peres after,ar. o⸗ 
ther armyof Saracenes whereof was Generall one Eue- 
lit the Sonne of Maunias inuaded againe the Boꝛders of 
Thracia, where after he had made great ſpople, he retour⸗ 
ned againe info Syria, - In which P2zonince many thou⸗ 
ſands of Saracenes dyed ot ſundzy diſeaſes. Neuertheleſſe 
they abſtained nothing the moze from making inuaſions 
into the Territoꝛpes 5ᷣ̊ belonged to the Romane Empire. 
Foz Zulciminie with a huyge power the thyꝛd time pil⸗ 
fered and haryed Armenia and Thracia and tœoke the 
 towne called Syderonium: afterward he went into Cap 

adocia W 60000 men, and at the very ſame time Me⸗ 
like and Batal with a hundzeth thouſand Saracens bzake 
the fourth time into Thracia But Leo then Emperour, 
marchyng with an Hoſt againſt them that waſted Thra- 
cia, deſtroped and flew them almoſt every one. About 
this time died Euclid, in whoſe place was treated Byſ- 
ſhop Gizit the ſeconde, in the vtere ol our Lozde 74 4. 
M bo foz that he ſaw the Romane Empire to be deuided 
intofactions,becauſeConſtantine Copronymus Þ Don of 
Leo tontended with Artabaſdus foz the Garland, addics 
ted and bent bis whole mind to diſpoſe and ſeto2der in the 
Saracenicall Empire. And becauſe þ Ile of Ciprus beyng 
then well peopled,b2aedſeditious motions and ryfiynge 
diſturbaunces, be ſent the whole people thereof into Sy⸗ 
ria andleft the Jland without Jnhabitantes. And when 
be had raigned one yere,he deceaſed, After him, Ices ob- 
tayned the pontificate, who alſo dying within leſſe then a 
 peere, Maruane was inffalledantmade high Biſhoppe. 
Pipine the ſecond bearing all theſway and rulynge all

Diademe)King Pipine his Father exiled out of his ſight 
and commaundedto departe out dfall the limptes and 
boundes of his Domynion and kingdome. Wherefoze be 
not darynge to diſobey the kinge his Fathers decree and 
iudgement, toke with hym manp of the French Po- 
bilytie which folowed hym, and went to Galaſie Ringe 
of Toledo,a Saracenebozne.

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- Aﬀer this, moze ruffling and commotion kindled in 
pas, Foz AſmulinePzinceand Ringleader of Þ Sec 
(firſt reiſedand excited by Mutar, of whom we baue be- 
foze made mention whoaffirmed Ali to be greater then 
Mahomet)divelling and liuing among the Coraſenes, a 
people of Perſia, thꝛough h tounſaile e inſtinct of one Ca. 
taban, intenſed and moued all the Slaues and Peyzants. 
ol the Countrey either pziuely oz apertly, by ſecrete cons 
ſpiracte 02 by open ſoꝛte, to quell and murther their Pai⸗ 
ters. With whoſe wealth, the Slaues being enriched 
and made of great power, were diuided into two factions, 
hero ti one were called the Caiſmores, and th other the 
Lamonites. Now, Aſmuline being Captaine of the La- 
monites, ſubdued and cleane diſpertled the Caiſmores,

bym to greater inconnenience afterwarde, buf immedi- 
allye ſendeth defiaunce againſt them, and commaundcth 
bys Soulviours to pꝛouide and make ready ſuch thinges 
as to the battrie and ſiege of the Citie were requiſite. 

The Diege ofthis Citie continued many dayes,anddi- 
nersafſaultes fiercely genen. The Aſſaplauntes were 
not ſo bufte without, but the Defendaunts were as dyly- 
gent within many times yſſuinge out or their Gates, not 
after the Arabian guyſe, but acco2dinge to the Spanish 
manner, armed with Þwozd and fire,quick,ſwift,nyms 
place to place, pzetcrmittinge no occaſion that made foz 
their purpoſe, dealynge enery where and at all times ſo 
deceineablye, that when the other partye thought them 
ſelues ſureſt of their purpoſe, they were fardeſt of; and 
when their deſires were Kel {as thei thought) to ſozte to 
effec,then were they fonef beguiled and iptv them- 
ſelues to fall into the lapps of their enemies: ſo fecret and 
ſpcedy,thatthey were many times inthe middeſt of their 
reer 
their coming,killing them and keting fire in their tentes 
and gone againe out of ſight, ere anꝝ reſiſtaunte could be 
made 02 anytime to go againſt them. They ſkirmifhed e 
ruffled w their enemies, in a maner within their owne 
tents. Andalthough there was a band apointed at þ gates 
of the Citie to keepe them from comminge out, yet (not- 
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6 rs Pao er their manhod - 
with walles, but kepyng e defending their walles with 
manhod. This Siege cantynuing ſomwhat longe, the o⸗ 
ther kings which were daily loked fo; to reyſe the ſiege, - 
came in deed,albeit furniſhed withany hoaſl,able to fight 
a maine battaile, but euer as they eſpied any aduauntage 
oz occaſion,they would make out Dimilaunces'and light... -- 
Yozſemen by knowen pathes and waies, to annop King 
Charles. Which Yozſemen oftener by night then by day 
alitle diſquieted his Campe, and made ſome diſturbances 
and outcries therein. An other crewe of them killyng the 
watchine e perfoꝛce making way thzougbtheir enemies 
Bulwarkesand Foztifications,entred the citic,e great- 


lyeretiened them within, whereby thei conceiued great | 


hope of future ſucteſſe. Charles Wa courage 
andinuincible exhozting bis men, tolde them that ide vic 
to2y was to be obtained with paines taking e vigilancie, 
that martiall pꝛoweſſe appeareth not only in the encouns- 
trie and conflict, but a great deale rather in god diſcipline 
and obſernance of martiall oꝛders, not tu be lulledineaſe 
and ſecarytie, beſtowing the greateſt part of the night in 
fixepe and bovely reſt,but in ſtudie and deviſe foz the - 
chineaunce of their waightye buſineſſe, a in the day time 
inceſſantly to be buſied, abſtaining from riot a libidinous 
laſtes e euermoꝛe abandoning werines and lingeringof-- - 
time. Geuing them further to vnderftand, y d cages and

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__ Then they that fiſkedand raunged out as thei d did beloze

in Africa when Ottmen badthe regiment and gouer- 
naunce ofthe Empyꝛe, and is diſtaunte from the Citie 
of Tunice about an hundzeth les, and rom the Sea

gne although it obeyed > bad in it many kings, vet 
eulen the Byſhop of Marrocco foz their 
: whiche is a Citie of Mauricanie _— 
tana. — Aſsyria was called the Cali 
whiche name ſignyfieth a ſucteſloure:becauſe he 
and bzagged himſell to be the Succeſſoure of Mahomet. 
The ægiptian Byſhoppe was called the Sultane, and 
bee ol Gaioran, (lyke as os the Aſſyrian dyd) named him⸗ 
ſelfe a Caliph : and hee of Marrocco by the auntient 
name of the Founder and buylder of that Citie , was 
named a Miralmumine . Under theſe, there alſo 
aroſe certayne other leſfe Ringdomes in Affrica: as the 
Kyngdome of Tunice , of Tripolis, of Algeria, of 
Oran, ot Feſs: and an innumerable ſozte moe, ieſle then 
theſe. Foz as enerye one was Ruler oner anye Citie 
o2 P2onince.So he called hymſelſe Ringe of the ſame, 
and poſſeſlinge the Stile and name thereof, as due by in- 
beritaunce, leſte and delyuered the ſame as it were by 
hand to his Succeſſion and paſterptie. 
But yet not withſtandinge all theſe Ringes agnized 
and acknowledged ſome of theſe fozenamed 2 
euerie one fayoured thys 1Byſhoppe oz that, fo 
fn bys quarrell dyd he make Marre with the Kings 
of the other faction.

ITED and that he lyned long tyms 

pouertie and indigence, faine to get his lpuing 
9 tb bis dane labour, and ſometyme with ſeruile dznd- 
gerie. Afterward, abandoning his natine Countrey and 
| comming to Conſtantinople, was retained in the ſer- 
nice of an Alderman of the Citie where the gratelelle 
verlet ſo much abuſed himſelfe with carnall luſt and vi⸗ 
cious life, that he committed adultrie with his Piſtreſſe, 
and dubbed the Alderman his maiſter „ Knight of the 
cemmon Mall. Which lewde pꝛanke being detected and 
tome tolight, Thomas partly;fo2 ſtarke ſhame and ig- 
nominie and partip fo feare-of the paynes and puniſh⸗ 
ment appoynted by Law foꝛ fuche as he was, fledde fo 
the Saracenes 2: los whole Dineliſhe deviſes be was as 
it an Oꝛgane and Inſtrument as any in the woꝛlde: 
with whom, be was bad in a great credite, ſpetiallye 
after that bis connerſation and behauiour a long tyme 
confynued and ſhewed among them (fo he 4 
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dwelled among them. xxv. yeres) had geuen ſufficient 
teſtimonie : put them in an aſſured opinis of his fidelitie 
to warde them. Inſomuch that renouncing and apoſta⸗ 
ting his Chziſtianitie and abiuring the holy Religion 
of the Chziltians , he embzaced the hozrible doctrine of 
Mahometicall Religion. And beyng by them appoynted 
Capitane ofa competent Crew of warlike Souldiours 
was ſent againſt the Chziſtians. Foz he had pꝛomiſed 
vnto them, that if they would furniſhe him out with ſome 
competent power, he woulde vndertake to ſubdue the 
Romane Empy?2e into their handes. And leaſt the Chzi 
ſtians ſhould haue any miſtruſt & diffidence in him thus 
wozking and contriuing the Toyle of their confuſion, oz 
peraduenture faking him as a ſtraunger  fozayner giue 
no credite to his woꝛdes, he named himſelf Conſtanrine, 
the ſonne ol Irene. Which Conſtantine in very deede{foz 
his crabbed nature and peruerſe maners) his mother lõg 
befoze had bereſt ul both his eres and al the Empire alla, | 
and was then dead. 

Some others there be, which do affirme that this Tho- 
mas was whilome in the heuſe of one Bardanius ſarna- 
med Turcus, together with Michael and Leo. At what 
time ſoiourning at a place called Philomelium, e ſeking 
by all meanes how to make himſelfe Emperour, hs diſcos 
uered his counſaile and opened the very bottome of bis 
ſtomacke to a certains Ponke ſkilfull in the pzevictionof 
foztunes and things to come, to which deniſe and plathe 
made Leo Armenus pzinie. Unto whome the Monke 
folde,that if he firſt aſpired to the Emppꝛe, he ſhould loſe 
both hys eyes and his wozldly dignitie : but of them, 
that bzought hym his bozle , the firſt and ſecondſhould 
enioy the Diademe, and the thirde ſhould bee p2oclay-s 
med Emperour:but not hable to compaſſe and th2zoughly 
bing about, bis deſiredpurpoſe , be ſhould Goztly pe- 
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Che firſt was Leo, the ſecond Michael, and the third this 
Thomas whom Leo the Emperour made Colonell over 
the Band of his Confederates. Which Leo, when Tho- 
mas vnderſtoode tobe ſlaine by Michael, he partly to 
reuenge the death of him though whole beneuolence £ 
godwill he had bene pꝛomoted fo dinerſe dignities, and 
partlie to eaſe his owne Stomacke and bzinge about the 
effec of his malicious mynde (foz Michael and be coulde 
neueragre but malignedone an other euen from their 
Adoleſcencie ) rayſed warre agaynſt Michael, and firſt 
found the meanes to inueigle and rayſe vp the Orientall 
power (among whom be lyued) to fake part wyth bym. 
Thus he gathered together an armpe not of weaklings 
and bnexpert Souldiours, oz of afewe in number, but 
buyge , Populous and hardie, of Saracenes, Moores, 
Indians, Medes, Perſians, Aſſyrians, Armenians, 
Chaldees, Iberians, Zigians , Cabirians and diuerſe 
other Nations. Of whom, ſome by compulſion accom⸗ 
panied hym in that Marre, ſome foz good will, ſome 
in hope of ſpoyle, and ſome foz a rooted malice and ha⸗ 
tred againſt Michael, who fo2 his froward nature and 
peruerſe manners was generally hated oł all men. Foz 
Thomas although be was lame on one ot his fete, and a 
Barbarian bozne, vet foz his gray heares and auncient 
age he was reputed among them venerable and wo2- 
hipfull, in famylier talke and conference very curte- 
ous and affable ( whych are the thinges that molt of 
all wynneth the hearfes of Souldiours ) and fo bodely 
ſtrength not inferiour fo anp. 

He thus furniſhed with an armie of Saracenes, fo 
Whom he had pꝛomyſed the Conſtantinopolitane Em- 
py2e, and alſo with a great power of Chziſtians which 
ventured life limme and gods with bim, violently inua- 
ded and foꝛcibly got the poſſeſſid of the Orient And bꝛing⸗ 
ing vnder his obedience the exacters of publique _ 
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with great ſtatelyne ſle of minde-folowed the chaſe of gad 
foztune now ſeruing his turne and \myling vppon hym, 
Within a while, o? a low Baſkerd became a great Ruler 
and ol a weake mungrell Pezaunt a mighty Potentate, 
by whom all Alia was with ſpoiling and pillage miſera- 
bly afflicted. Some Cities foz feare ioygned ſpde with 
him, and confozmed themſelues to his humour. Dome 
becauſe they would not reuolte from thep2 true Liege 
the Cmperoar , were ſpopled and the inhabitauntes 
caryed awaye Captyue . Sothat there were none in 
all Aſia but only the Opſicians and Armenians which 
continned in their true allegiance. Foz which gratuitfie # 
conſtant obedience, the Emperour releaſed and frankly 
remitted vnto the their publique tribute called Fumariũ. 
But Thomas was fo puffed vp w this ſucceſſe, Þ he pꝛe⸗ 
ſumptuouſly toke vpõ him y name of Emperour: e was 
crowned with þ Diademe at Antioche,'by Iob Paſtour 
02 Biſhop at that time of the Antiochene Congregatid: 
whom be (to requite one good turne ſoꝛ another) adopted 
foz his Sonne, and made as his fellowe and Coadintour 
in the adminiſtration of the Empyꝛe, and then chann- 
ging bis owne name called himſelfe Conſtantine the 
Sonne of Irene the Empzefle. 
- The Emperour knowing of this new ſtirre and com- 
motion made pzeparation fo2 warre: and ſent one of his 
Lo2des with an Army nothing equall (God wot) noz of 
power to match and encounter with his enemies: which 
was by Thomas diſcomfited and cleane overthzowe. Af- 
fer this, meeting with the Romane Flirte, toe p ſame, 
and with. lrxx. M. men toke his way fo Abydus, wbich 
is a Citie of Aſia the leſſe, fanding vpon the Sea ſyde, 
ſpopling and deſtroping ail where he went, e burning to 
albes not only pane bpladilh villages, but goodiy towns 
and ſtronge Cities. And from thence in a bery darke

in many a man was ſlayne and after the ende thereof 
retourned home with many Pziſoners and rich Boties. 
Vlhen the Nauye that Thomas had leſt at the Siege 
beardof this notable diſcomſiture and ouerthꝛowe, they 
all reuoulted from Thomas and ſubtnitted themſelues to 
the Emperour.. Thomas gatheringe together the rem 

naunt of his Armye that eſcaped vnkylledat the laſt con- 
tlic with Morrago, conducedthemiintoaplayne Felde 
Citie, a plate verpe commodious and fit fog excurſions, 
and fo2 plentie of water very p2ofitable. Where hee a- 
new encamped. From thence makinge vagaries and 
ties, he waſtedand deſpoyledal the Emperoura ſump» 
tusus buyldings and banqueting bouſes of pleaſure ſlau- 
ding in tde Suburbes ofthe Citie. The Empetoure ba- 
vinge his Armye euery daye moze and moge encreaſed, 
firake bp Alarme and gane the charge vpon him in that 
feuerallparts,whereby be thzoughly put al Thomas his 
Armpeto flight. Foz Thomas befaze bad genen com⸗ 
maundemente to his men, that at the firſte onſette, they 
Ghoularetyze and make a ſhewe as though they Led, and 
vpon their enemies. After this difcemfityre many of his 
men fledde to the Emperour. Thomas with a few of his

fied. After this,the Saracenes which intrufiuely.vſurped 
Creta, landed a great fleete in Illiricum and Hiſtria and 
beſieged Grade a Citie belonginge to the Sfate and 
Seigniozic of Venice.

And ſpoxling the 
the Colnttrey and places there aboutes, aſſaultynge and 
battering many ſtrong holdes,whereof ſome he toke by 
ſurrender, he retourned againe to p citie. Wher he reſted 
not long, but agayne a warlyke voyage e expedi⸗ 
tion into Siria agaynſt the bent bis whole fozce 


to winne Germanicia and wanne it. From thence he re- _. 


monedfo the Citie Adaca,which be fiercely beſieged and 
burnt the Suburbes. Mhiche Citie albeit the Citizenes 
and Inhabitantes defended very ſlackly and negligently, 
pet could not be wynne and take it. Baſilius wondzing to 
ie them ſoſecure and negligent in ſuch iminent danger, 
demaunded of them the cauſe thereof,vnto whom an an- 
tient man of the Citie aunſwered: that it was decreed by 
deſtynie that be ſhould neuer winne their Citie maugre 
all his fozce and battary, notwithſfandinge there ſhoulde 
ve one of his lygne and race called Conſtantine which 
Chontd obtayne the ſame by conqueſt, but it ſhould not be 
— ee wbo was with him in his camp 
Atwhiche aunſwere Baſilius ſo fozmed and fumed 
that he gane the aſſault farre moze fiercely, and violently 
then at any time befoze be had done. But when be ſaw 
de could nothing pzenaile, he rayſed bis Siege and went 
bis wax, but befoze bis departure, be commaundedall his 
Pziſoners to be flayne,leaſt they ſhould ſtir vp ſome diſ⸗

mane Pzoninces,he ſent otie Andrew f rmamed Scycha 
them very hanozably & knightlie, their courage was ala 
W i Rig ann, 
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Andrew was accuſedto the Emperour his maiſter, that 
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rible and blaſphemous tearmes he belched out woꝛds full 
of thzeates and ſpightfull contumelies againſte God, in — 
his Letters add2eſſed and ſent vnto Andrew: Mherein 885 
de wꝛate, Þ if he had inuaded and tome in perſon againſt 
bym, it was not the Sonne of Mary that ſhonld hane hol 
pen oz deliuered him. 

But it was not long beloꝛe he fel the deſerued imarte 
and due guerdon of his odible myſcreauncye. Foz com- 
ming himſelfe with moze ayde his Hoaſt, Andrew on 
the other ſide in god 02der marſhalledhis Campe and 
gaue vnto bim battayle : Where betweene them was 
fought acruell conflict, but in th'end the Saracenes four. 
ned theis backes and fled, in which Chaſe ,moſt of them 
were flayne,and among the reſt the Kinge bimlelfe,was 
there bereft of iyfe and limme. 

It chaunced within awhile after, that bythe ani 
meanes and enuious rancour of ſome backfrindes'which 
ſpighted at his god ſucceſſe and valyaunt p2owelle, this 


when he well might, he wou lde not take and wynne the 
Citie of Tharſus: vnto whiche ſurmiſed accuſations ſuch 


credit was geuen, that Audrew was diſcharged of his ge⸗ 


neralſhippe, and one Stypiota placed in his Kome The 
8 which fozlowed no time noz ocaſion that might 
further their Alfa pzes and pꝛoctdings, perteiuing t vn⸗- 
derſtanding 5 thꝛough this pꝛiuie gruge E new chaunge, 
the watch was nothing at al looked vnto, in the night time 
ſet vppon them and lle wol them very manp, and the reit 
put to flight . On the other ſive ,the Affricane Saracens 
beſieging Raguſium( whiche is a Citie ſtandinge in the 
boꝛders and coaſtes of Il yria) and the Raguſines ſending 
to the Emperour fo2 ayde and reſcue, Baſilius furniſhed 


out ahundzeth tall Shippes of Marre foz their reliefe 


and ſauetie. Whereof the Saracenes hauing 1 
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reyſedcbeir Siege and take their journey into Italy and 


takyng the Citie ol Barry, moſt lamentably afflicted and 
in a maner vniuerſallie deſtroyed with fier murther and 
Calabrians, Apuliana Lucanes and Salentines. 
And being now in minde to denide Rome and the Em⸗ 
pireofall Italy, ſhare and ſhare lyke among themſelues, 
beholde Pope lohn, greatly moued with pitie and com⸗ 
paſſion to ſe his Countreye in ſuch extreeme perill, im⸗ 


ployen ayde and beſought Alberick (whoſe power was 


greate in all Hetruria) to aſſiſt and iopne ſide with bym, 
fo the repulſe of this daungerous inuaſion. Whiche 
Alberick with a mighty armie that he had leuied in his 


Italiansdiſ- one Conntreyp and partly alſo muſtered and taken vp 
comfited the in and about Rome, entountred them, after they had ſet 
Saracencs. fte within the Romane Terrytozie:and at the firſte not 


far from the Citie, in Battaile them banquiſhed: but al⸗ 
terwardsat the riuer ot᷑ Leyre about the Citie Minturne 
he ſonotably diſcomfited them, that they were now relol⸗ 
ned, and fully purpoſed altogether to depart quight out of 
Italy. Wherfoze burning all alonge the Sea coaſte as 
they went, they departed into Apulia, and bupldinge a 
Caſtte vpon Mount Gargan. and vnder the rydge of the 
ſame Mount a Towne ſtrongly fenced and foztyfied fo: 
the warres,they continued there fo: many ye&res, ſoꝛe 


infeftngand ſpoyling Italye. Then they take Beneuent 


and it ranſacked and after fiered. Whiche terrible exam⸗ 
pls ſo amazed and aſtonned the other cities adioining, that 


mithout reſiſtaunce, they reteined the Garriſons of that 


nation within their walles. But ayde beinge ſent by the 


Pope, the barbarous Pawmettes doynge all rather with 


pyllage and robberie, then with any iuſt war, departed 


— — — ofthe Romane limits and domi 
nians. And an other flete of the ſame nacion comminge 
ent of Africa, after long and cruell Siege toke the citie 

af Geane, and at their firſt entree ue all the defendants, 


but 
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but the Paydenes, Damolelles, Patrones and vounge 
boyes they ſhipped and caried away with them into Afri- 
ca. But Dandulus Venetus wiiteth, Þ al of the Pale ſexe 
retourned afterwarde home againe into their Countre v. 
but how and b what meanes that came topalle, is by 
declared noz wzitten.Geane was wonne and ta ken 
peare after the incarnacion 935. And the Saracenes 


being firſt diſpolleſled of the Caſtle of Pount Gargan by Geanc taken 


the Dalmatians, and afterwards in many onerthzowes 
weakened and vanquiſhed by the Pannonians, were laſt⸗ 
lyeby Ocho Emperour of Germaines in the yeereofour 
Lozde 969.quight expulſed and dzinen ont of Italy. The 
Greekes, dwhere make their auaunt, that Italy was be- 
liue red and rid out of the ſeruitude and dzeadfull oppꝛel⸗ 
ſton ol p Saracens thꝛough the aide and helpe of their Cons 
ſtantinopolytane Emperoure,in that the French ſuttou 
red and relieued them, foz the god wyl and friendſhippe 
tbat they bare to their Emperoure. Foz they ſay, that the 
Icalyans hearinge Rhaguſium to bee reſcued and deli- 
uered from the Siege by the Greekish aup, ſubmitted 
themſelues onder the obeiſaunte of the Empyꝛe, and re⸗ 
queſted ayd alſo foꝛ themſelues. Whervpon, Baſilius by 
bis Letters direced e add2efſed vnto p Frenth Ring, trea⸗ 
ted with him to aide them, and by him was the Sultane 
taken and bzought to Capua: who aſterwarde by the fas 
uozable meanes of the Commons of Capua (wich whom 
be had tonſpired againſt the) ning was ſet at liberty, and 
the King being thence expulſed, he inferred warre vpon 
the Capuans, but by the ayde ofthe Greekes which cams 
againſt him, he packed and went away. This French 
King of whom they ſurmiſe this talke and Piſtozye, J 
thinke ſhoulo be Carolus Craſsus the fifte Emperoure of 
Germaines, but foz the trueth thereof, J referre you to 
my Authours the Greelces, whom J wyl, ſhall ſhifte foz 
themlenes touching the credit of the pzemiſles.

And in the Orient, Eſman the Caliph with a great 
Nanie gane the attempte to haue ſurpꝛiſed the Citie of 
uripe, but he miſled his purpole,foz in y ſame oppugna · 
tion be receiued his deathes wounde Another Pauie of 
Cretenſian Saracens houering 4 coaſting along the Sea 
Egeum and the Jles thervnto adioyning, ſpopled and de- 
ſtroped the lame, t aſter they had there played their rexe, 
they chaunted to meete with the Romane fleete, by who. 
many of their faire Shippes were burnt to Alhes, many 
bꝛoken and moe dzowned. Which daunger and miſfoz- 
tune ſo fickled and fretted thoſe that eſcaped, that in great 
rage and pbꝛenſie they vered Peloponneſus and the Jle- 
landes niere aboutes moſt cruelly. But the Admpꝛall of 
the Byzantine auie, arriuing at the PoztofCenchrea, 
and learning that his enemyes Sbippes vſed oftentimes 
to barbozoughabout Methon, Pylos and Patras, diſpat⸗ 
ched out with all expedition poſſible his Gallayes by the 
Dtreictes of Corynthe, which ſodainly ſet vppon them: 
who being at vnawares taken tardie, were ſo diſmayde 
and aſtonned, that they were at their wittes end, not able 
in that extremitie fo deniſe fo2 anye remedie: ſo that of 
their Dhippes, part he burned, parte be ſonke together 
with the men.andflew their Captaine whoſe name was 
Photius. And. ix. great Shippes comming out of Africa, 
of purpoſe to waſte andſpoyle the Romane Pzouinces, 
were come as farre as Cephalen and Zacinth : againſt 
whom was ſent Narſam the Admyꝛall of the Conſtanci- 
nopolitane Manie, but by reaſon that his Rowers e wa- 
termen fledaway from bim and left his Gallays in may 
ner deſtitute, he durſt not aduenture to coape with bys 
enemics 
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enemies. Notwithſtanding after that by an extreeme 
kindofpuniſhment he had thꝛeatened and terrified cer- 
taine Mariners of the Saracenes whom he had taken pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners , and commaunded in mariners werde to bee pit- 
ched on high and ſet vpon Stakes: they foz feare,conſen- 
ted to do their vttermoſt deuopꝛe againſt his enemies, 
their Countreymen and friendes, and ſetting vpon them 
by might flew ol them many, toke many Pꝛiſoners and 
tbe reſidue diſcomfited. After this,they ſayled into Sicile 
and waſted ſuch Cities as were vnder the Saracens. Dus 
ring this while, the Meſembriack Saracens with a great 
— landed in Phænicia and Syria and dyd much harme 
Afterward, while Leo (the Succeſſour of Baſilius Ma- 
cedo in the Empire) was occupied and buſied about buil⸗ 
ding and erecting Churches and houſes of Pꝛaper, they 
inuaded Lemnos and ſlue therin many Chziltians . The 
foz a while they were quiet, till the Empire of Romanus 
Puer.UWho ſent out with a competent Crew, Nicepho- 
rus Phocas, againſt the Saracens in Crete: who after be 
had vanquiſhed in ſeuen Battailes, in ſeuen monethes 
ſpace afterward, he lubdued e regained all the Townes 
which they had gotten befoze into their poſſeſſion, s razed 
Candace their chief a Petropolitane Citie. And bys bꝛo⸗ 
ther Leo was ſent W another power into Syria againſt 
Camada Lozdeof Chalep, a Saracene Pofentate , whom 
in batfaile he onercame & flue a great part ofhis hoſt, ta- 
king þ reſidue Pꝛiſoners. Jn which hard conflict d Cap⸗ 
taine himſelle was ſo nerre pynched, that with great dif- 
ficultie he eſcaped hauing but very fewe in his compamte. 
After which gloꝛious and renowmed victozy, Leo trium⸗ 
refourned home into the Citie. But Camada 
muſtering and reyſing anew power, Nicephorus at his 
retourne out of Creta was againe comimaunded into Sy- 


ria. wher ioyning battail w his enemies her had ouer the 
Z. iij. a moſi 
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a moſt noble victozye. He waſted and ſubuerted Berrza 
al ſauing the Caſtle, where be found great ſtoꝛe of riches 
and treaſure, and taking innumerable of them pꝛiſoners 
deliuered many Chziftians out of tbꝛaldome Afterward 
this Nicephorus Phocas being aduaũted to the Empire, 
Duke Manuel, the Baſtard ſonne of Leo, was ſent with 
a mighty Nanie againſt the Saracens into Sicile, where 
thꝛougb negligence : want of (kill be with all his hoalt 
was llaine. And at the very ſame time, lohn Zimiſca(afe 
terward Emperour) being ſent into Cilicia, had the vp⸗ 
perhand of the Saracens at y Citie of Adana. Abe Nice. 
phorus himſelf in perſo, with a great power entred into 
Cilicia andfoke Anabarza, Roſa and Adana th2e& pꝛo⸗ 
per Cities of that Pꝛouince, with many other ſtronge 
holvesand Caſtles: which done, he returned into Cappa- 
_dociaandthere wintered. In the beginning of the nexte 
Spꝛing he went thither againe, and ſent bis bꝛother Leo 
with a part ot his armp to T harſus, t himſelle laid ſiege 
to Mopfiheſtia, though the middle wherof, there ranne 
à riuer named Sarus. While the Emperour layde hards 
fege and ſoꝛe diſtreſled the one five thereof, the Saracens 
ſæing no remedie ſet fire in that part, and departed vnto 
the other part, which being allo conquered and wonne be 
llew ol them euery man. When the Tharſians hearde 
thereof,they ſubmitted themlelues to the Emperoures 
grace. And within thꝛie dates after, a Nauie was ſent out 
of Ægypt to apde the Tharſians, which could not attaine 
to land, and in their returne homeward , what with fozce 
of weather and bluſtering windes, and wbat with incur⸗ 
ions of the Romane Gallayes, they were foz the moſt 
parte allloſtandcaſt away. UWhenthe Emperour was 
retourned home to Conſtantinople, he tauſed the bꝛaſen 
gates which he had bꝛougbt frõ the winning ol Tharſus 
Mopſiheſtia, ot extellent wozkmanſhip e curious art, 
to be ſet on the Eaſt ? Welt ſive of the Caſtle w otber 
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therto. Then he inuaded Syria and hauing partly beaten 
downe andpartiy waſted the Cities about Libanus e the 
Dea coat, be came befoze Antioch, which Citie tandeth 
vpon the riuer Orontes. But the Antiochians ſtanding 
at reũſtaunte, and alſo victual in his Camp waring very 
ſcant beſide ſuch continnall raine, that the ground was all 


duerllowen e couered with water, he was faine to builde 


a Baſtyle on the unt Taurus, which is at this day is 


_ called Maurus, leauing there behind him to infeſt a ſkir- 


miſh with p Antiochians, Michael Burze whom he had 
aduaũced to be one of his chick Nobilitie,s inueſted with 
the tytle ot the Capitaine of Mount Taurus. And appoin⸗ 
ted one ol his Eunuches named Peter, a valiant, conſtant 
E ſkilful warriour, maſter of his Tentes and Pauilions 
to ſe oder taken a pꝛouided foʒ the wintering ol hs boſt 
in Cilicia, after which oꝛder ſo take, he returned to Con- 
ſtantinople. Burzes with many venturous Roades # ers 
curſions laid ſoꝛe to the charge of the Antiochian Sara- 


cens, and them greatly moleſted, ſtudying by all mcanes. 


fo wynne honour and glozie by deedes of Armes and to 
take the Citie. Uppon a time he painily meaſured out 
the altitude and height of the Tower of the ſame , and 
pꝛeparing ſcaling Ladders equall in height therewyth, 
ina very darke and ſnowye Winter nyght, he came ſe⸗ 
crefely and without making any noyſe vnder the walles 
of the Citie: where ſetting vp his Ladders, with. CCC. 
men that he had bꝛought thyther with him loꝛ the ſame 
purpoſe, he mounted bp, and kylled the watchmen and 
keepers ofthe Tower and as mauye as hee couldmeete 
withall : and ffraightwayes diſpatched a Currour to 
the Pailter of the Tentes and Pauilions to aduers 
ty3e him, how the caſe ſtoode and what he purpoſed fo do, 
willing him ſpeedily to come with moze power fo ayde 
bim and be partaker of that glozious e noble *

Now the Paiſter of the Zentes had in charge from 
the Emperour, that he ſhouldnot in ant wiſe inuade An⸗ 
cioch, becauſe the common bꝛute went that the captiui⸗ 
tie ol that Citie did poztende within awhile after, the 
Emperours confuſton, whiche bꝛed in him ſuch doubt⸗ 
full cares, that he knew not what to do in that caſe ,noz 
which way fo fake. Neuertheleſſe loath, that ſomanye 

valiaunt men ſhould thꝛough his default perylh, 4 thinks 
png it nopoyntof humanptie to ſe them thus fall into 
the lapſe foz want of a ſmall ayde, marched with all his 
power and inuaded Antioche: at whoſe commingthe Sa- 
racenes were ſo diſmayde that their hartes fainted and 
their omackes immediatly quayled. Bures t᷑ his com- 
pany which befoze diſpay2ed of any help o2 remedye, lo- 
king foz nothing but pꝛeſent death,toke new hart agrace 
and were reuiued, and burſting open the Gates with his 
batfayle Axe, made fre paſſage and ingreſſe foz the mat 
Terofthe Centes and his traine to enter. 

Thus was Antioche one of the nobleſt Cities in the 
woꝛld, bꝛought into the power of the Romanes, whiche 
hotly after, in the time of the Emperoure Iohn Zimi- 
{ca,the Saracenes with all their ioynt powers and ſoꝛtes 
both of the Orient and occident attempted to recouer. And 
io vnder the conduct of the Caliph of Cairoan in Africa, 
(becauſe the power of the Caliph of Syria was now ſoze 
weakened and bꝛought to a lowe ebbe)thep planted their 
Siege about it. Whoſe invaſions and malyce the Cite- 
zins and Jnhabifauntes manfullye and conſtantlye 

withſfde,tyli the Emperour might hereof be certyfied. 
Who haning intelligence ot this generall conſpiracie of 
the Gentiles, commannded his P2ouolt of Me ſopota- 
ana to axde his belieged Freendes and Sublectes. Who 
accozding 
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areo3ding to his charge and ebnitfſivnint a pitched battaile 
(wherein the Saracenes were in nndter farre moe then 
the Romanes)them diſparcled, chaſed and diſcomfited.

chumet merueilouſly ſtamacking and ſtoꝛming, ſent an 
Armye of 30000. men againſt them, committing the 
charge and conduding of the whole Armie vnto tenne 
Tribunes of p nobleſt, ſtoutelt and wileſt in his traine. 
They beyng come neere to their enemies, would not ad- 
uenture to enter into the deſert, foz feare they ſhould be 
diſtreſſed foz lacke of water and victuall, but encamped 
themlelues euen in the verpe entraunceinto the ſame 
Che Captaine of the Turkes,hauing intelligfce by his 
Eſpialles, of the Perſians appzoch, called his Souldiours 
together, and making them pꝛiuie to his deuiſe, purpoſed 
ſodainl to ſet vpon them and vnawares to ſurpꝛile, both 
the Saracenes and Perſians, while they were yet ſecure 
and miſtruſted nothing. And ſpeeding apace foward them 
by great iournayes , within two dayes was come niere 
vnto them, The thirde night he ſet vppon them beyng in 
their Tentes carelefſe and quiet, ſuſpecting nothing leſſe 
then any ſuch matter: whom be put to flight euen at the 
firſt onſet. After this diſcomfiture of his enemies, bee 
fell to ſpoyle and ranſacke heir Tentes, where finding 
great ſtoze of Wagons, Vozſes, and Poney, lyned no 
longer by Robbery and Thefte lyke a Uagabonde oz fu⸗ 
gitiue ( asafoze) but from thence fozthe pitched hrs 
Tentes and encamped himſelfe ab2oade in the open 
playne. When the repozt of his vicozie and good foz- 
tune was blowen ab2oave, there reſozted vnto him from 
all quarters thereaboute , all ſache Cutthzoates and

TWhonow bauing bis Armie-encreaſed 
with ſuch a warlike Crewe of freſhe Souldiours , with 
all bis whole power together, came againſt Muchumet, 
by dinte e finally determine 
the cauſe of controuerſie betwene them, 

Muchumet with bys power of Saracenes, Perf jans, 
Arabians and Cabirians well appoynted and armed, to 
tbe number ol fyue hundzeth thouſande, and a hundꝛeth 
Elephantes wyth Towers on theyz backes, mette his 
Enemye at a place called Aſpacha: where betweene 


them was fought a cruell and bioudie Battaple and 


many dane on-botbe partes. In this conflicte , Mu- 
— as hee rode vnherdelp from ranke to ranke, 
chieryng bis Souldiours and exbozting them to doe 
valiauntly,by meanes of the foltering and ſtumbling of 
bys bozſe, fell downe and bzake bis necke . He beeyng 
once deade, bis Armye fell to a Parley and compoſition 
wyth the Turkes, and ſo wpth one conſente and 
well ok all ſides, Tangrolipix was pzoclaymed King 
of Perſians . UWho immediately opened a waye and 
paſſage foz bis people into Perſia, Ot whom a great 
multitude went thyther ,.- and oppzeſling the Perſians

He 
dilplaced the Jnhabitauntes ofthe Countrey ont of they:

Alſo Daber , Paince of ægypt, beryng in League 
and amitie wyth the Romanes, falſefyedbys othe and 
pꝛomiſe whiche befoze hee bad condiſcended vnto, and 
deſtroped the Temple at Hieruſalemi wherein was 
the Sepulchze of our Sauiour Chꝛpit, and all the o- 
ther holie places inthe ſame.

the lame bnder bis ſubiedion. Againſt whom, Michael 
Ducas the Emperour, ſent aac Comnenus with a gteat 
power, who was ouercome and taken of the Turkes 
and paydea great Summe of Poney fo2 his Rann- 
ſome. - After this, Cuclume Nepbein- to Tangrolipie 
(as befoze bath beene 3 agreat _ 
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Axan the new Sultan, betauſe he him telle

Pꝛincipalitte, the Babilonian Cahph whoſe autbozitic 
among the Turkes (becauſe he was thought to be deſcen·

the thickeſt of his Enemies · Df whom he was fo beſet 

and on euery live arcumuented that hee himſelfe was 

there ſlaine, and all his men moſt valyauntlye fightynge, 
likewiſe there dyed, This god ſucceſle ſef the Turkes 

on ſuch a gloꝛious hoigh, that they ſtopped all the wayes 
where the Romanes ſhould paſſe, meaning that dap ſo to 
plague the Chziſttans,that they ſhould neuer after be bas 
ble fo attempt the lyke enterpꝛiſe againſt them: fo now 
being encloſed in thoſe perillous Streightes, and one hin⸗ 
ding an other, thoꝝ wer not hable to endamage noz hurt 
their Enemies by any kinde ol meanes, but rather hin 
d;ed and diſturbed one an other, and were cauſe ol one an 
others ſlaughter and lamentable deſtruction. So ers

eng faine alſo in ſome places to ride ouer and ſtamp vp · 


pon the dead Coꝛſes of his owne naturall liege people 
and pertakers, gathered together an other Bande and 
company of Romanes, whiche as (one as they ſaw hym, 
came running apace towarde hym : and then beganne a 
new battaple, in which, hee ſawe with his owne eyes 
Iohn Cantacuzene(his tes Hulband) moſt valpant 
lve fighting alone againſt a multitude, to bee layne and 
cruellꝑ ſpopled. The Turkes that ſlewe him, ſeeing the 
Emperoure paſle by, made after bim in plumpes and 
great heapes to haue taken him, as one that would haue 
bene à riche and a latte Pz2iſoner. They that purſued 
and chaſed after him, were ol the chiefeſte Nobilytis 
and calling among the Turks ,well armed at all pointes 
and mounted vpon Arabian Yozſes, berye richelie traps 
ped and go2geouſly barbed. Whoſe fozce and violent on⸗ 
ſet the @mperoure(ch&ring bp the hartes of his men,) 

eaſelie repulſed. And one while, by verie fozce of armes 

d2tuing back thoſe Turks that flocked about to take him, 

another while, by the ſwiftneſſe of his Yozſe,outrun- 

ninge and gettinge the art befoze them, at length after 

many daungerous bzuntes and incredible hazardes, he 

came and attayned (beinge longe loked foz) to the place 

where his owne people were encamped,of whom alſo he 

was at the handes of ſome, with manye vncourteons 

woꝛdes rahated and baytedat ; Where, they paſſed that 

nightindzead and deadlie feare withoute any winke of 

lleeps,tillin the mozning the Turks came to beſetthem 

round about. 


But the Sultane pitiyng the wzetched ſtate and dole⸗ 
full calamitie of Manuel the Emperoure, ſent bim pꝛe⸗ 
ſentes, and rewardes, and concluded a peate with bim, 
condicionally that Dorilæum and Sublæum (two * 
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by the Turkes befoze ſubuerted and againe by the Em⸗ 
perour reediſied) ſhoulde agapne (as they were afoze)be 
raſed and ruinated. Whiche Couenauntes the Cmpe- 
rour foz his part dyd not fully perfourme t accompliſh. 
Foz he deſtroyed in derde and made Sublæum leauell w 
the ground, but Dorilæum he touched not. Whecvpon 
the Sultane ſent out one of his Capitaines named Ata- 
pack with a warlike companye of Choſen Souldiours, 
ſkreightlye charging and commaunding him not to ſtare 
from ſpople till be came to the Sea, and to waſte all the 
Cities andP2ouinces as he went, ſparing neither Man 
Woman no2 Childe, and to bzing (in token of his ſo dea- 
ling) home with bim, ſome of the Sea water, an Dare 
and Sande. Who acco2ding fo his charge and cominilſi⸗ 
on, ſpopled Phrygia and the Cities alonge Meander. 
But the Emperoure catchinge bim at a vauntage as bee 
paſſed ouer the riuer Meander, baake out ot an Ambuſh, 
and flew the Capitaine with many others and diſpercled 
bis whole Bolt. 

Alter that this Manuel was dead, the Sultane thaf had 
bis Jmperiall Seate at Iconium, toke many Cities of 
Phrygia. And alter the death of this Sultane, ſucceeded 
bis Sonne named Chaichoſroes:duringe whole raigne, 
Frederick Barbaroſsa made a voyage into the D2ient, 
and vanquiſhed the Turlces in a Battayle at Iconium: 
and toke Copatine his Sonne Pꝛiſoner, who had ex⸗ 
pulſed and depoſed his Father from his Crowne and 


Ringdome, and wanne Iconium. * : 
At theſe bzoples,a certapne Gentleman of Germanie,

fkraungenefſe and val paunce thereof very nofable. Foz 


the Campe remouing,and he hauing his Yozſe ſo tyꝛed of German 


that he could not kepe way with the reit of the Armye, 
tame alter them fayze and ſoftelve leading his wearied 
Gg Hole 


e 
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Bozſe in ſache a pace as hee was hable. Pim had fifty 
Turkes eſpied, and on ech ſive encloſed to haue taken, 
but he no moze ſtirred noʒ amended his pace foz them, 
then if no man at all had purſued him. When they were 
cluſtered about him, he dzew his \wozd, aud ſlpced one of 
them ſo cleane in the middle, from the head downe to his 
backe, together with the Sadle ol the Yozſe allo, that the 
reſidue toz feare to be ſerued with the ſame ſauce kept a- 
lofe and durſt not meodle. And after that this Frederick 
was dzowned in a riuer, the Germaines retourned home 


agayne. 

About this time there ſpꝛong bp great diſcoꝛd and ſedi- 
tion among the Turlces. Foz Clizaſtlan the mightie Sul⸗ 
tan of Iconium, when he dyed, leſt foure Sonnes behind 
him, Maſute, Coppatine, Rucratine and Chaichoſroes. 


Unto Maſute he bequeathed the pꝛintipalitie of Amaſia, 


Ancira, Dorylæum and certaine other tities ot Pontus. 
Unto Coppatine, hee gane Melitene, Cæſarea and the 
Colonie nowe called Taxara, Unto Rucratine, hee 
allotted Amiſa, Docea andthe other Cities bpon the ſea 
Coaſtes. Chaichoſroes poſſeſſed Iconium, the regall ſeat 
ol the Sultans, and with it Lycaonia and Pamphylia and 
all as far as Cottyanium. Coppatine being dead, Rucra- 
tine and Maſute fell together by the eares and ſtroue foz 
bis Segnioꝛie and enheritance. But Rucratinefoz that 
he was a wittie and ſkilfull man in martial affaires, got 
the victozie and wyped Maſute his noſe cleane from all d 
pꝛincipalitie of Coppatine their late Bꝛother. And being 
now all in his iolptie and ruffe foz this his god ſucteſſe x 
victoꝛie, ę hauing a monthes mind to catch into his hands 


Iconium alſo, denounced open warre and ſent his deff- 


aunce vnto his Bꝛother Chaichoſroes whoſe Mother 

was a Cbꝛiſttan, vnleſſe he woulde reſigne his C2owns 

E geue place vnto him ouer all his Soueraigntie. Mher⸗ 

bpon Chaichoſtoes fledfoz his refuge and axd to the — 
| ; perou 
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peroure Alexius Angelus as his father bad done befoze 
him, albeit not with ſo god Foztane and ſpeede as his fa⸗ 
ther, to hee was ſent home agayne thence without his 
purpoſe. e was ſcantly come to Iconium, but hee was 
expulſed by Rucratine and dziuen to flie to Lebune king 
of Armenia: ot whom he was freendlie reteiued and conr- 
teoullie entertayned: but as foꝛ reltefe and apde he gotte 
none, whereloꝛe hee retourned to Conſtantinople and 
there in pooꝛe eſtate paſſed out the reſt of his dayes. 
During the Empyꝛe of this Alexius Angelus, the Ve- 


netians take Conſtantinople and Angelus being thence 


diſthꝛonyzed, the Greckes in Aſia treated Theodorus 
Laſcaris his Sonne in Law, Emperoure, who had vn⸗ 
der his Empire and obedience not onely Bychinia and the 
Regions along the Sea, but alſo extended the Lymittes 
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Emperonre

of bis Dominions bery karre into the maine Lande, and yis Donne 


bad bnder him all from Caria and the riuer Meander in law. 


Sonthwarde, to the Sea Galaticum and Cappadocia 


Hoꝛth ward, and cõſtituted his Imperial Seate at Nice. 


CUbich lo tickeled and freffed Alexius, that he paſſing the 
Sea ⁊gæum entred into Aſia, and pzinily went to Ia- 
thine the Sonne of Rucratine (being now Sultane) in pi- 
tifull plight e pe rayment: befoze whb be in ſuppliant 
woꝛds opened bis ſtate e foztune, * humbly beſought him 
of aide & ſuccoz to reſtozo him to his lawful Empyꝛe and 
Crowne ,vniuſtly by an bſurper detainede withholden: 
not foꝛgetting to put him in remembzance ofthe fozmer 
frendſhip wbich afoze time he hadſhewed e bozne to him 
wbile he was in pꝛoſperitie, and further pꝛomiſed hym 
great Summes of money. Inſomuch that Jathine faking 
compaſſion vpon him and moned greatly with bis large 
pꝛomiſes, fozthw diſpatched Ambaſſadours to Theodo- 
rus,thzeatning warre and deſtruction vnto bim, vntelle 
be gaue plate to his father in law e ſuffred him quietly to 
enioy bis rightfull ay” 12 Imperial * 
git.

And therbpon leuping a great power,layd Siege to An- 
tioch a Citic ſtanding vpon the riuer Meander. Againſt 
whom Theodorus in perſon with an Armye in number

Whom in that ftreict place, 
where they could not beſtirre themſelues no2 vſe they2 
hoſes to anꝝ purpole be.eaſely diſcomfited, and with hys 
owne bandes ſlew the Sultane, and take Alexius Pꝛilo⸗ 
ner, whom he kept with him very honourably, 
After this, in the raigne e Cmpyze of Angelus Theo- 
dorus Anno D.12 40, the Aſian Scythians inhabiting 
the playne Champayne Conntrey betweene the Poun-- 


taines called Riphæi and the Nozth Ocean (which people 


we ſaidbefoze were named I artarians) ſwarming and 
plluing out of their owne Territozies(like an innume 
rable ſozt of Graſſehoppers ) ſpoyledalmoſt all Aſia and 
inferred warres vppon the Turkes, ol whoſe maners, 


and beginning we mult ſpeake a little, befoze wee pꝛo⸗ 


cede any further. 

This Nation was very populous , the laſte o all the 
Nationsin the Nozth, whom Homere talled the iuſteſt 
people in the woꝛld. But loꝛ that, they were men inhabi- 
ting a barraine and pooze Countrep, they were altoge- 
ther 1gnozaunt and vnnurtured, and wiſte not what 
delicate nycenes,fillage of ground and planting of Uines 
meant: but vſed fo2 their foode and ſuſtentation , ſuche 
Hearbes as the Earth of it ſelfe without any tyllage oz 
Induſtry bzought foozth,and eate the bloude and fleſhe of 
their 


their Cattell,andſuch wyld Beaftes and Birdes as they 
caught by hunting: their apparaile made without any art 


oꝛ turioſitie, was the Skinnes and Felles of Beaſts:and 


as foz Gold, Syluer, earles and pzecious ſtones, they 
effeemed as nothing: no ſolemne Plapes, noambitious 
gate Shewes, no controuerſies noz falling out was vſed 
among th, but lyued in quietnes among thiſelnes with⸗ 
out any maner of contẽtion, ſedition oz controuerũe and 
therfoze it may be ſaid, p they enioped the golden libertie 


and Age, without lawe, without the vſe oꝛ knowledge ol 
un eloquenet'dz Sophiſticall ſubtilities, beyng wholly 
led and gouerned by a naturali Juſtice engraftedin ths. 
Which Region lyke a moſt copious + large Welſpzing, 
in pzocefſe of time bꝛougbt fozthe innumerable Nations. 
But at this time, all this Region was diuidedinto ſeuen 
Tribes, whoſe names were theſe : Tatar, Tangur, 
Cunat, Talair , Sonium, Mongli , and Tebeta: and 
were all under the Ringes of the P2oninces next adioy- 
neng, to wit, the Georgians, and had in their poſſeſſion 
(conſidering the great multitude ol their men and Cat⸗ 
tell) but a ſtreia Region and ſmall Conntrey to inbabite. 
Among whom, there was at that tyme a certaine olde 
man of the Tribe ol Tatar, named Cangio, a man

eaſely dzawen to credite his wozdes ) egged and erboꝛ⸗ 
ted them fo ſecke libertie, to ſhake of the yoke of ſcrut- 
tude and ſabjection , and fo ſeeke out ſome fruicfuller 
Soyle where they myght plante themſelues and en- 
large the boundes of theyz dominton. Wherevppon

with reaſon noz it is grounded. This am J 
perſuaded and this ſeemeth vnto me molt like and pꝛoba⸗ 
ble, that the Scythians be deſcended ol Magog the ſonne 
of Iapetus, oł whom the ©cripture in many places ma- 
keth mention:and that thoſe tenne Tribes were by tho 
King of Perſia tranſlated not into Scythia but into Me- 
dia. But howſoener the matter goeth, the Tartarians in 
ſach ſozt as we haue declared, vſſuyngand in great com- 
panyes departyng from the Hyperborcans vnder the 
conduct of Cangio, (whom foz honours ſake they called 
Cham, which is as muche to ſay as a molt high and £0- 
neraigne Emperour)toke their way downe along to the 
Dea Caſpum.

The 
Emperour.foz that be was on euery ſide entambꝛed and 
wpapped in Marres, would in nowiſe diminiſhe anye 
partofhis owippower,and as fo2 the aſſignement of any 
part ofhis Coqnfrey , toſucha greatPotentafe as had 
beene a migbtie Monarch and Pꝛince ouer many P20o - 
ninces,and allo from bis tender age euer bzought vp in 
Pꝛuncei pompe and ſtately pꝛeheminente, he iudged a 
wum very daungerons.
